A Slight Increase in the Volum 
of East- Bound Freights , 
Last Week. 


Bountiful Harvests and an Active 
Foreign Demand Eagerly 
Looked For. 


The Trunk Lines to Double Freight- 


A Boom at Toledo—President Roberts, of the 
Pennsylvania, at Grand Rapids, Mich. 


A Further Increase in East-Bound 
Freizht Shipments—The Crop Pros- 
pects and Their Ed@ect on tie Salil- 
roads. 

The tine weather during the past week has 
had the effect of stimuiating freight business 
somewhat, as it gave promise of better crops 
than bad been anticipated. There can be no 
doubt that a few weeks of such fine, warm 
weather as has prevailed since Monday would 
insure a bountiful wheat crop, and would 4180 
help the prospevts for a fair cora crop. The 
cold, chilly weather which set lu again yester- 
day, bowever, bas caused the buoyant spirits to 
droop again, and unless there ovcurs a change 
for the better within a very few days, the good 
effects of the few warm days during the past 
week will be entirely destroyed, and rallroad 
business will again fall off. A fair wheat crop 
seems to be assured in most sections of the 
country, unless. there should be beavy rains 
during harvest time. But a continuance of cold 
and damp weather will completely destroy all 
hopes for a faircorncrop. Cord is very back- 
ward in most sections of the country, and the 
little that bas commenced to grow looks sickly. 
Nothing but a long spell of hot and dry weather 
Will insure anythumg like a fair corn crop. The 
prosperity of the raliroads after all depends 
mostly upon a bountiful corn crop. While a larue 
wbeat harvest wil) no doubt iucrease the busi- 
ness of the roads, yet without a correspondingly 
large corn crop they will not be able to keep 
busy throughout the season. Tbis has been 
demonstrated during the t season when 
there was a fair wheat crop in most sections of 
the country, but the corn crops fell eons dera- 
biy sbort of che average. Much also depends 
upon the demand for wheat in Europe. If the 
crop in Europe is as large as bas been the case 
the past year, there will be but little demand 
for our product in the old country, and unless 
there is a foreign demand the railroads will 
have but little to transport, though the ware- 
houses in the country may become filled to 
T The absence of any foreign 
demand for our products bas bad more 
to do with the small business the railroads 
have been dom than anything else. Nothing 
can prevent the collapse of many railroads ex- 
cept'a bountiful crop of all kinds of products 
and a good foreign demand. Several of the 
rouds are almost op the verge of bankruptcy, 
and they are struggling along, anticipating a 
large crop and cunsequently a prosperous busi- 
ness that will pull them out of the cave of gloom 
in which they now are and again place them on 
the road to prosperity. Large crops and a re- 
vival of business are also needed to keep up the 
Eastern pooling agreements. If the crops do 
net turn aut well and business sbould continue 
as dull as it now is, the collapse of these 
poems arrangements cannot be pre- 
vented. When there is pienty of business 
it is an easy matter to keep up pools, 
as there will be no cause for cutting rates, there 
being enough business for all roads no matter 
what the rates may be. But when business is 
dull, and the railroads are unable to secure 
enough to pay expenses and interest, let alone 
the payment of dividends, they will resort to 
auy means to increase their tratlic, and cutting 
of rates will be resorted to if their condition 
can be bettered by so doing. In the fall there 
will be two additional! lines from Chicago East— 
the New York, Chicago & St. Louis and the 
Chicago & Atiantic, and als> two new lines from 
Buffaio to New York—the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna & Western and the New York, Ontario & 
Western. As there is now not half enough traffic 
to keep the existing Eastern lines busy, it is bard 
to see how they will be able to make expenses 
when the new competitors come in fur a sbare 
of the business, if there is a failure or shortage 
in crops and an absence ot foreign demand. us 
bas been the case during the past eight montns. 
Although there was a steady increase in east- 
bound freight shipments during the past three 
weeks, yet they do not reach the amount by 
long odds transported at this time iast year, 
when shipments, owing to the active lake com- 
petition, were also conside very tight, 
and when the railroads were seriousiy 
considering a reduction in freight 
to stimulate shipments. The total shipments of 
flour, grain, and provisions for the week coding 
June 10, by the six Eastern lines from this cit 
were 21,764 tons against 19,407 tons for the wee 
previous. The shipments for the corresponding 
week last year were 31,102 tons.

Attempt to Advance Passenger Hates to 
San Francisco. 

A meeting of General Ticket Agents of roads 
interested in the Pacilic Coast business was. held 
in thie city yesterday forthe purpose of bring- 
ing about an advance in Sao Francisco rates 
from Kansas City on business originating at 
Chicago. There were present: C. S. Steb- 
bins, Union Pacific; W. F. White, Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fé; W. A. Thrail, 
Northwestern; Percevai Lowell, Burlington; E. 
St. John, Kock Isiand; and France Chandler, 
Missouri Pacific. The Chicago & Alton, which 
had been iavited to attend the meeting, was not 
represented, not being in favor of the move- 
ment. ‘The reason for this attempt to advance 
the rates from Kansas City to Sun Francisco is 
that owing to the prevailing war rates between 
Chicago aud Kansas Oity the roads west of the 
Missouri Kiver get a larger rate from Counéil 
Biuffs than from Kaeosas City, and as this acts 
detrimental to the Union Pacific this road is 
desirous to bave rate changed 80 
as to make its proportion the same 
from Kansas City as from Council Bluffs. 
The rate from Chicago to San ocisco via 
Council Bluffs is $115.80. leaving $15.80 to the 
roads from Chicago to Council Bluffs and $100 to 
the Union Pacific from Council Biuffs to San 
Francisco. The regular rate from Kansas City 
to San Francisco is $104, but as the regular rate 
from Chicago to Kansas City is $14.8u, the rate 
via Kansas City would be much higher than via 
Council Bluffs. To equalize this the roads west 
of the Missouri agreed to accept 5100.50 from 
Kansas City to San Frapcisoo, which made the 
througu rate from Ch! via Kansas City the 
same as via Council Blufs—$115.8. Du the 
last year or two, however, the rate from 
Chicago to Kansas City bas been but 
$5, and the Chicago roads added this amount to 
the $100.50 from Kansas City, making the 
through rate via Kansas Cit 05.50, against 
$11 via Council Biuffs. The Union Pacific 
now wants $144 added to the $5 rate frum Chi- 
cago, 80 as to make the through rate $109, in or- 
der to equalize things a little more. No result 
was reached at yesterday's mee „and it does 
not look as if the Union Pacitic w succeed in 
bringing about the advance.

STARVATION. 


The Begion of Fables Tarns Ont a Tale 
About 5,00) People Actually Starving 
im Patrick County, Virginia. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Cawago Tribune, 

DANVILLE, Va., June 10.—A courier arrived 
here today in great distress from Patrick Coun- 
ty, situated in one of the most remote districts 
of the State. He gives a terrible account 
of the sufferings of the people there, and re- 
ports go less than 5,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren actuaily starving, some already dead, and 
others dying for want of food. This sickening 
state of affaires was brought about by the total 
failure of the crops in that county last summer, 
and, while the peopie bave been sorely 
pressed for many months, it is only within 
the last two mooths that their meagre supplies 
dave been absoiutely exbausted and themselves 
brougut to atarvation. Patrick County is situ- 
ated in one of the most mountainous and inac- 
cessibie regions of the State. The courier came 
to the city today, presenting au appearance of 
sulleriug and want that told bis sad story before 
be opeved bis mouth. He begged that —— 
ple of the city go to work at vuce to send the 
starving families meal and tiour. They did not 
ask for money. The suffering there been 
terribie. A well-to-do tarmer Thursday offered 
$1u0 cash tor a barrel of flour, and could not buy 
it fur twiee that amount. Friday the tirsat 
wagon-load of shelled corn went to the county 
from tbis vicinity. The people along the roads 
beard of its coming, and as soon as it entered 
the counts mer, women, and children croucbed 
around it aud tought ravenously for every grain 
ot corn they could get, which they ate greedily, 
without waiting to cook it. Attempts are being 
made to at voce organize relief committees, witb 
the aim of getting meal and four to the starving 
bundreds in tke county. 

Add donal parucuiars state that in many in- 
stazces women bearing infunts in their arms 
have walked fifteen miles over the rugged 
mountain roads and through the wild deiiics 
searching (or something to eat. Whole families 
u ve lef: tbeir homesteads and are getting out 
of we county in weir eiforts to reach some sec- 
tion of the cuuniry in whieh they can get cora 
er tour. Ia some insiauces families bave 
kept alive by boiling weeds and actu- 
ally eating leaves trom the trees. Some 
of the sturdy mvuuntaineers who had 
an ideu t the starvation district was 
Hmited to all area of about twelve miles, have 
waiked twenty miles, only to be met on all sides 
by the piteous appeals for brend—“ Anything to 
eut for my starving wife and children!“ en 
who have been througtr batties and stood all 
sorts of bardshipes have been seen on the cross- 
roads weeping as they realized the terrible situ- 
ation in which their families have been piaced. 
Remote as the district is, reports are coming in 
giveng sickening details of, the condition of af- 
tairs. The Kicomond Commerciai Ciub will bold 
a public meeting Monday moruing to raise sup- 
pies for the sufferers, whose appeals come: 
„% We don’t want any mouey, but send us meal 
and flour.”

Tue Utica (N. 1.) Herald, which is the 
dairyman’s organ in Northern New York, 
has lately made an assault upon the practice 
of feeding cows with meal made from glu- 
cose. It says that the milk from cows treat- 
ed toa glucose diet quickly becomes rancid, 
and when itis poured into coffee it has a 
stringy appéarance. Its worst effects are 
seen,” says the writer, “in cheese made 
from the milk.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., is all torn up on the 
question of oi gans or no organs. At present 
the war is confined to the Christian Churches, 
but it bids fair to spread to some of the 
others. Sermons are preached ebout it. 
Pamphiets have been written about it. The 
papers are fullof it. In almost every one 
of the Christian Churches there are two fac- 
tions—one contending for and the other 
against this instrument of iniquity. One 
pamphlet says: “ Several years ago a brother 
obtained consent to travel and preach, and 
sing, and play, and sell organs wherever he 
could, and a wailof wo and anguish was 
heard all along his routeof ruin.” Another 
one argues in this manner: * The use of the 
organ is wrong, because the Bible requires 
asa positive and aflirmative duty that we 
sing; and further that we so sing as to teach 
and admonish one another in our songs. 
The organ prevents this teaching by drown- 
ing the words, and so prevents obedience to 
this command. Hence it is not only wrong 
because not authorized, but it 1s wrong be- 
eause it conflicts with and prevents what is 
authorized and required.“ If David could 
dance about the ark with his harpin hand, 
it seems a little hard that those who desire an 
organ to help them give expression to their 
enthusiasm cannot have it, and as nearly all 
the old worthies worshiped to the accom- 
paniment of most abominable and hideous 
instruments, there ought to be no objection 
to such a majestic and dignified instrument 
as the organ, which, by its very size and 
stateliness, cannot be made available for any 
of the frivolous desires of the children of 
the world. 


THe two ablest members of the Tariff 
Commission—ex-Gov. Phelps, of Missouri, 
and ex-Vice-President Wheeler, of New 
York—having declined service on it, very 
little of it remains to attract the confidence 
or respect of the country. All the other 
members, with one exception, are representa- 
tives of special interests—the manufacturers 
of wool, the growers of wool, the iron-man 
ufacturers, the sugar-planters, and the infant 
industries of the South have each a special 
representative. Robert P. Porter may seem 
at first blush to be a disinterested man, well 
qualified by his studies and tastes to bea 
valuable member of the commission; but it is 
only necessary to say of Porter what every- 
body in Washington knows, that he is 
the bosom friend of Pig-lron Kel- 
ley. Porter’s studies have in no way 
qualified him for service on this com- 
mission. He has made a specialty of 
State and municipal taxation, a very dif- 
ferent thing from indirect taxation by means 
of a customs tarif. It is no exaggeration to 
say that there are twenty men in either 
branch of Congress more competent than 
any one of the seven remaining of the com- 
mission to engage in the work of revising the 
tariff. The special interests nowrepresented 
in the commission do not embrace a consid- 
erable fraction of the population of the coun- 
try. The commission ts a bitter disappoint- 
ment to some of those who advocated it most 
warmly. There is ne disguising this fact, 
but it is difficult to excite sympathy for 
those who deliberately walked into the 
clumsy ambush. No tariff reform need be 
expected for two years. The lastend of the 
tariff agitation in the Forty-seventh Congress 
will be worse than the first.

SECRETARY CHANDLER has sent to the 
Chairman of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee a letter strongly urging the comple- 
tion of the five unfinished monitors. The 
estimated cost of finishing these vessels is, 
for machinery, $1,165,000; for hulls, $8,122,- 
000; total, $4,287,000. The amount that could 
be profitably expended in the next fiscal year 
on these monitors is thus estimated: Ma- 
chinery, $795,000; hulls, $2,005,000; total, 
$2,300,000. Secretary Thompson believed 
that these monitors, if completed with steel 
instead of iron-plating, would be among the 
most formidable vessels afloat, This opinion is 
| shared by Seeretary Chandler. Neither of the 
Secretaries, perhaps, is competent to come to 
a valuable conclusion as to the comparative 
worth of different vessels of war. It is, 
however, true that these half-finished 
monitors ‘are deemed by experts to be 
well worth the cost’ of fitting them 
out for sea. If guch a proposition had been 
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cheerfully and uf its own volition. con- 
sequence has been that suspicions have been 
aroused, and it will now be very surprising if 
anything is done tor the navy at this session, 
Meanwhile, our sailors continue to vialt for- 
eign ports in wooden tubs, any one of which

ROBESON’S LATEST TRICE. 

Robeson, of New Jersey, intends if he can 
to play asharp trick on the House and the 
country in the matter of the Naval Appro- 
priation bill. This bill has not been reported 
to the House. It has not even come out of 
the Sub-Committee on Appropriations to 
which it was referred, and of which Robeson 
is Chairman. There never has been a meet- 
ing of the sub-committee. The other mem- 
bers besides Robeson, Ketcham of New 
York and Atkins of Tennessee, neither of 
them has been advised with reference to the 
bill. They know nothing about it, and thoir 
intense ignorance is shared by all the other 
members of the Appropriations Committee 
save Robeson. To appreciate the signifi- 
cance of this fact it will be necessary to bear 
in mind that the session is approuching an 
end, All the appropriation bills have 
been passed or reported save the 
Sundry Civil, the Pensions, and the 
Naval bill. The Sundry-Civii is drafted and 
ready to be reported as soon as Blackburn, 
a member of the sub-committee, shall return 
from West Point. The Pensions bill has 
been agreed upon, and can be passed in a 
day. The Naval bill is the only one of the 
twelve or fourteen bills in charge of the 
Appropriations Committee that has not been 
matured or considered either by a sub-com- 
mittee or the full committee. The postpone- 
ment of this bill to the last is not usual. It 
has always been one of the first bills to be 
reported and passed, To establish this fact 
we have been at the pains to examine the 
Congressional Record for the last twenty- 
two years, including all the War period and 
the intervening time since. This examina- 
tion shows that the Naval bills have been in- 
variably reported to the House for action 
early in the session. The dates have been as 
follows:

It will be seen that a Naval bill has never 
been reported to the House for the last 
twenty-two years later than May 5, and the 
report has been frequently made in Decem- 
ber or January following the beginning of 
the session. The War bills, moreover, ap- 
propriated immense sums, running up to 
$122,000,000 for year 1865, whereas the 
appropriations for the last six years have 
been respectiyaly $14,000,000, $900,000, 817. 
800,000, $15,000,000, $13,500,000, $15,600,000, 
and $15,100,000. Thisisasmall bill. There 
ought, to be nothing mysterious about it. 
Most of the items are fixed by existing laws, 
and need be reported only as a form. Such 
are the items for the pay of officers and men 
and for the support of the Naval Academy. 
Yet Robeson has not been able to bring his 
great mind to the consideration of any part 
of the bill, and yesterday, though he 
was Well aware that the bill was far behind- 
hand, he departed for a visit to his New Jer- 
sey home to consult, it may be, with some of 
the shipbuilders in his district as to the kind 
of bill that shall be brought in. This is au 
honor he has not accorded to any of his col- 
leagues on the Appropriations Committee. 

The Naval bill was prepared and reported 
in the old days by John Sherman of Ohio, 
Thaddeus Stevens of Pennsylvania, Elihu 
Washburne of Illinois, Eugene Hale of 
Maine, and W. T. Atkins of Tennessee. 
These are statesmen with whom Robeson 
cannot afford to measure stature. They 
thought it wise and prudent, respectful to 
the House and the country, to bring in the 
Naval bill in time to give an opportunity for 
full discussion of its merits. 

Robeson has adopted the opposit policy. 
He has put off the bill until the last days of 
the session, with the apparent purpose of 
rushing through some huge scheme for re- 
constructing the navy on plans recommended 
by him. In cherishing this intention he 
does little credit to his own good sense, or 
to the independence and integrity of the 
House. He will not succeed in imposing 
upon Congress in this matter. He will only 
subject the Naval bill to a crossfire that ic 
would not have encountered if it had been 
reported in good season. It is evident that 
no scheme for the reconstruction of the navy 
can be put through at this session, and the 
fault is Robeson’s. He has overreached him- 
self and continued in his capacity as a leg- 
islator to visit upon the navy the great injury 
which he inflicted upon it when a member of 
the Cabinet. 


THE COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 

The exposures of the frauds perpetrated 
upon the publie charities of this county in 
the matter of supplies is, unfortunately, not 
a new story, nor one confined to Chicago or 
any other locality. ‘The affairs of this coun- 
ty are managed by a Board of Commission- 
ers elected by the people. This board has 
the levying of about $1,000,000 of taxes 
annually, and has the expenditure of an 
equal amount, and has also accumulated a 
public dept of over $4,000,000. It has the 
power to tax and has the power to expend. 
It has the discretion to create offices and to 
fix salaries and make other compensations, 
lt unites the legislative with the executive 
powers of government. It establishes char- 
ities, appoints the officers, fixes their compen- 
sation, votes the supplies, purchases them, 
fixes the price to be paid for flour, bread, 
meat, sauer-krout; selects and buys the dry 
goods, the boots and shoes, the clothing, the 
medicines, and the surgical instruments; it 
audits bills and directs the payments. These 
fifteen members exercise collectively and 
severally all the functions of a large and 
costly government—a government exceeding 
in its aggregate taxation and expenditure 
that of several of the States of the Union. 

We mean no possibile reflection upon the 
gentlemen who now compose this board, in- 
dividually or collectively, but if their names 
be printed side by side how many of the 100,- 
000 voters of this county by whom they are 
elected would select these Commissioners to 
take charge of the great pubiic business, of 
levying taxes, controlling assessments, and 
expending a million of dollars a year at their 
diseretion ? What would the public think of 
a bank officered and controlled by these 
fifteen gentiemen as a Board of Directors 
clothed with unlimited powers? 

Is the fact that the interests controlled by 
these County Commissioners are public in- 
terests, that the money they handle and vote 
away is public money, any reason why the 
capacity, the intelligence, and the integrity 
of the Commissioners should be of a lower 
grade than would be tolerated by those in- 
terested in the management and control of 


| even a smaller private corporation? We in- 
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tend dy this no reflection upon any of the 
present Commissioners. But we do think it 
a reproach to popular intelligence that 80 
few competent and responsible men can be 
induced to serve on the board, and that there 
is such a struggle upon the part of others to 
become members of that body. 

The county has established several excel- 
lent if not necessary charities. ‘These char- 
ities seemingly have for a most important 
part of their purpose the support of a small 
army of contractors. Experience has shown 
in the past if not in the present that the 
awarding of the contracts for feeding, eloth- 
ing, supporting, and care of the objects of 
public charity are the source of great com- 
petition, and that there isa noble emulation 
among certain bakers, butchers, coal-deal- 
ers,druggists, grocers, flour-dealers, and other 
traders to contribute largely of their time 
and money towards the maintenance of the 
poor, afflicted, and sufferjng. This spirit of 
emulation is worthy of all praise, and, appar- 
ently, one of the most distressing of the em- 
barrassments of the Commissioners is how 
to apportion these contracts among the con-; 
tending bidders, all of them offering to fur- 
nish supplies at a less cost than they can be 
honestly supplied without loss by any hon- 
est man. 

The public interests, however, do not de- 
mand any such sacrifices as this, and It seems 
that contractors, after their bids have been 
accepted, themselves reach the conclusion 
that the public have no right to expect that 
contractors shall sustain a loss, and there- 
fore the supplies furnished are of a weight 
and quality so inferior that the publle charity 
is turned into a public curse, a school for the 
practice of dishonesty and scandalous and 
inhuman fraud. The public has the right 
to furnish a pauper with bread or not, but it 
has no right to furnish him with a pretense 
for bread that will poison whoever eats it. 

Some years ago the county, in the name of 
charity, undertook to erect a building, and 
among other things a contract was let for 
lead pipe. The bills for lead pipe furnished 
were so great that an inquiry was made as to 
the manner of its delivery. The representa- 
tive of the county who gave receipts for the 
goods explained that the contractors wagon 
delivered the pipe at the building and a bill 
was furnished with it, which was promptly 
certified as correct. When asked if he weighed 
the pipe he said he did not, and frankly ac- 
knowledgea that there were no scales kept at 
the building. This he declared was unnec- 
essary, because on all the bills he certified to 
the weight of the pipe was stated by the con- 
tractor, and there was therefore no use in 
weighing it! 

The county feeds the out-door poor, as 
well as the inmates of the hospital, the alms- 
house, and the insane asylum. The revela- 
tions of the last week as to the quality of 
some of the supplies furnished some or all 
of these charities are disgraceful. After 
ail the exposurés of things of this kind in 
past years the repetition of them at this time 
is positively discreditable not alone to the 
defaulting contractors but directly to the 
Commissioners. If these Commissioners are 
unwilling to attend to their duty, for which 
they are careful to draw their full daily pay, 
they should resign, The board has had in 
the past such a discredited name that per- 
sons unwilling to share the odium of petty 
plundering have refused to accept member- 
ship, and those in office have been glad to get 
out of it. These revelations of the past week 
have been, as we have sald, so disgraceful 
that respectable memberg might well resign 
and give as their explanation that when 

the post of honor is the private sta- 
tion.“ 

Among the elections to take place this fall 
will be that for the election of five members 
of this County Board. Is it too much to ask 
of the political managers and bosses who 
regulate all this business to select respect- 
able and competent candidates, known to 
and possessing the confidence of the public? 
Let thein make the experiment for once and 
see how readily the public will vote for men 
who ought to be elected, 


DAVIT?T’S NEW DEPARTURE. 

Michael Davitt left England Friday for 
America, and we are told by what must be 
called his official organ, the Irish Werld, 
that it is his intention to address meetings in 
America in support of his new program. 
What that program is may be judged from 
the following extract from his Liverpool 
speech. 
somewhat euphoniously but not very cor- 
rectly called the nationalization of the land: 


He would abolish all taxation, he said, except 
on land values. The State would thus become 
the steward of the national property. The 
farmers would baveé perfect security of tenure, 
paying less in taxes than they now do rent, while 

property created ip the land by their capital 
and industry would be theirs to dispose of in the 
same way as they now dispose of their tenant- 
right. e laborers would be similarly secured. 
Occupancy of the plots would, of course, be nec® 
essary. Agriculturists would thus get the se- 
curity of peasant proprietary without purchase. 
They would be also relieved of all of the taxes 
now levied on them. Non-agriculturists wouid 
receive in dividends out of the proceeds of the 
land what they now pay in ali kinds of taxation 
This is what is meant by “ land for the peopie.”’ 
Permitting any clase to hold land as absolute 
property is inconsiatent with the freedom and 
welfare of mankind, Land values arise from the 
aggregate population and the industry ot the 
community, and therefore of right belong to 
_ whole community and not to an individual 
class. 


This is both a program and its elucidation. 
It is a doctrine not quite new. It has not 
been discovered by Mr. Davitt. He takes it 
at second-hand from Henry George, a Call- 
fornia political economist who weht off on 
the Kearney craze. But it is not even 
original with George. Fourier has adyo- 
cated it, soalso have Louis Bianc and .other 
Communists. John Stuart Mill, Herbert 
Spencer, and other political theorists ad- 
vocated itin part. Carlyle, in his peculiar 
way, said it would be the accepted doctrine 
when Cosmos succeeded Chaos,” but it 
found its most able exponent in Michael 
Davitt’s political preceptor, James Fenton 
Lalor. In the first number of Lalor’s paper, 
the Irish Felon, printed on June 24, 1848, 
this is clearly set forth: 


[hold and maintgin that the entire soll of a 
country belongs of rigut to the entire people 
of that country, and is the rightful prop- 
erty not of any one ciass, but of tho na- 
tion at large, in fuil effective possession, to 
letto whom they will on whatever tenures, 
terms, rent, services, and conditions they will: 
ope condition being, however, that the tenant 
shall bear true and individual fealty to the na- 
tion and the laws ot the nation whose land de 
holds, and owe no allegiance whatsoever to any 
other Prince, power, or people, or any obiiga- 
tion of obedience or respect to their will, order, 
or laws. I hold, further, and firmly believe that 


the enjoyment by the people of this right of first } 


ownership of the soil is essential to the vigor 
and vitality of all other rights. 


That the design and policy of Mr. Davitt 
and Mr. Lalor is impossible few will doubt. 
Its accomplishment presupposes a state of 
things which is net possibie to bring about 
in Ireland or any other country this side the 
millennium. It presupposes a strong public 
opinion, complete subordination of the 
minority to the will of the majority, unself- 
ishness, ful! trust in the Executiveof the na- 
tion, and absolute loyalty. The only place 
where it could be successful is in a country 
where an edicated, benevolent few con- 
trolled the very ignorant many by something 
else than fear—love, It has to a certain ex- 
tent succeeded in some of the South Ameri- 
can communities where the Jesuits are the 
controlling influence... 

To imagine that it-eould succeed in Ire- 
land is the wildest dream. and nobody but an 
enthusiast of the type of Davitt could believe 
it could. In the first place, the Irish are not 
loyal through either love, fear, or any mo- 
tive whatsoever to the British Goverament, 
in whom Mr. Davitt would practically vest 


It embraces the doctrine which is } 
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the ownership of the land. That they are 
not so is proven by Mr. 
the speech from which We have already 
quoted he says: I yield tomo Irishinan alive 
in my allegiance to Ireland’s right of self- 
government.” Self-government for Ireland 
is certainly not loyalty to the English Gov- 
ernment. But Mr. Davitt says he prefers 
that the Irish tenants shall deal with the 
English Government rather than with the 
Government mefcenartes, the English land- 
lords. Mr. Parnell believes in the ownership 
of the soil by the people who till it, individ- 
ual ownership, which is far from nationali- 
zation. Mr. Davitt wants to be too benevo- 
lent and ‘too universal. It is hardly neces- 
sary to say that a people who own their 
properties, such as they are individually 
whom Mr. Davitt will address when he 
comes to America, will prefer the Parnell 
program to Mr. Davitt’s wild scheme. 

Again, public opinion in Ireland is not 
strong enough to support such a program— 
such an idea. Even Mr. Davitt, notwith- 
standing the popularity which his previous 
efforts on behalf of the farmers and his po- 
litical career have won him, seems to have 
lost his influence—cannot control that opin- 
ion. Ever since he was liberated from Port- 
land he has been denouncing outrages. The 
wild outburst of savage retaliation tis week 
in the West of Ireland. where Davitt had 
most influence, is the answer to his denun- 
clatlons. 

But it is searcely necessary to follow Mr. 
Davitt further. His new program is rank 
Communism. It is visionary, impracticable, 
and absurd. Should he persist in its advo- 
cacy when he comes here, his countrymen 
will listen respectfully to him but keep 
their purses closed, There may be some 
among them who, believing in the absurdity 
of Mr. Davitt’s course, and in view of the in- 
jury which persistence in itor its accept- 
ance by any considerable number of men 
may do to the cause of the tenant farmers of 
Ireland. though they may not doubt Mr. 
Davitt’s honesty, will seriously question his 
wisdom and discretion. 

When Mr. Parnell, the most sagacious 
leader that the Irish have had, was about ob- 
taining great concessions for the Irish ten-

Seneca’s Morals, 

A curiosity in the way of new publications 
is the issue of Senecas Morais,” consisting of 
four parts— A Happy Lite,“ Benetits,” Au- 
ger,” and “ Clemency —by Mr. C. H. Shaver, of 
thiscity. With the mass of literary chat which 
is offered to travelers on the cars, Mr. Saver 
presents through bis numerous agents this gein 
of the ancient ciassics, Mr. Shaver bas chosen 
the translation of Sir Roger L' Estrange, which 
appeared io the latter half of the sevepteenta 
century. in the civil wars L'Estrange was con- 
demned as a traitor, but his sentence was com- 
muted to imprisonment, whence he escaped in 
1648, and after an unauecesaful attempt at ia- 
surrection in Kent fled to the Uontinent, where 
be remained until the dissolution of the Long 
Parliament. He then returned and Dboidly 
claimed the benefit of the act of indempity at 
the bands of Cromwell in person. His ciaim 
was not allowed, but he was permitted to live 
unmolested. Subsequently, after the restora- 
tion, he was appointed censor of the press. la 
1663 he started a newspaper called the /ublic In- 
telligencer. Later be published another news- 
paper called the Ubservator. He was knighted 
by James II., and sat in the Parliament of 1655. 


During this long and checkered career be was 


devoted to literature, publishing numerous po- 
litical pamphiets and making many translations 
of ancient authors, among which was Senecas 
Morals, which now makes its latest appearance 
in the beart of a continent of whose existence 
the autbor was ignorant, and which was to the 
trauslator almost a terra incognita. 

It is worth while to observe that this little 
work of Seneca’s, composed more than eighteen 
centuries ago, contains all the moral wisdom 
possessed by mankind today. It touches every 
phase of life and applies to every human con- 
ditiva. It cautions the rich against avarice and 
arrogance, and the poor againstenvy. It shows 
What a hollow sham is fashion, how vain is am- 
bition, bow powerless man is to control his own 
destiny, and bow prolific of disappointment are 
the accidents of life. 

The great moralist declares that human hap- 
piness is founded upon wisdom and virtue.“ 
And how admirable is his definition of wisdom: 
Wisdom ie a rigut understanding; a faculty of 
discerning good from evil: what is to be chosen 
and what rejected; a judgment grounded upon 
the value of things, and not the common opinion 
of them; an equality of force and a strength of 
resolution.“ 

“ There can be no happiness without virtue,” 
says the old stoic. “ Virtue is that perfect good 
which is the complement of a happy life; the 
only immortal thing that belongs to mortality— 
it is the knowledge both of others and of itself— 
it is au invincible greatness of mind not to be 
elevated or dejected withgood or il! fortune.“ 

How he scornsto be moved by poverty and 
pain and outward ili-condition: “It is not a 
despicable body or condition, nor poverty, in- 
famy, or scandal that can obscure the glories of 
virtue: but a wan may see her through all op- 
positioas; and be that looks diligently into the 
state of a wicked manu will see the canker at his 
beart through all the false and dazziing splen- 
dors of greatness and fortune.” 

Hear him discourse on the relentiesness of 
fortune: That which we call our own is but 
leut us; and what we have received gratis we 
must return without complaint. There ig no 
defense in walls, fortifications, and enwines 
against the power of fortune; we must provide 
ourselves within, and when we are safe there 
we are invincible; we may be battered but not 
taken.“ 

How he lashes the epioure, and with what 
graphic effect depicts the after-pangs of glut- 
tony: “What if a body might have all the 
pleasures of the worid for the asking? Who 
would so much unman himself as, by accepting 
of them, to desert his soul and become a perpet- 
ual slave to bis senses? Those false and misera- 
ble palates that judge of meats by the price and 
difficulty, not by the bealthfulness of taste: 
they vomit that they may edt, and they eat that 
they may fetch it up again. Our forefathers 
(by the force of whose virtues we are now sup- 
ported in our vices) lived every jot as weil as we, 
when they provided and dressed their own 
meat with their owa hands-lodged upon the 
ground and were not as yet come to the vanity 
of gold and gems; when they swore by their 
earthen gods and kept their vath though they 
died for it.” 

Those who congratulate themselves upon the 
opening era of lavish and costly dinner-giving 
will do well to read with attention Seneca’s 
chapter, whose title embodies his couclusion 
that A sensual life is a miserable life.” 

Observe bow Seneca makes the poor equal to 
the rich: It is your bappiness to give; it is my 
fortune that Ian only receive. What advan- 
tage now bas your chance over my virtue? 
That tumor of a man, the vaingiorious Alex- 
ander, was used to make his boast that never 
any man went beyond him in benefits; and yet 
he lived to see a poor fellow in a tub, to whom 
there was nothing that he could give, and from 
whom there was nothing that he could take 
away.” 

Here is Seneca’s perfect man: He that can 
look death in the face, and bid it weicome; open 
his door to poverty, and bridie bis appetites; this 
is the man whom Providence bas established in 
the pussession of inviolable delights.” 

Notwithstanding Seneca wrote so beautifully 
of the consolations of poverty, it is believed 
that be never personally enjoyed (h them. For 
be inherited wealth and acquired estates by 
favor of the Roman rulers. But be did not lack 


He was the tutor of 
Nero, and finally fell a victim to bis avarice and 
cruelty. For he suffered death by his command 
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to enable that monster to possess 
himself of bis fortune. 

It matters little. however, what Seneca’s real 
character was—whether he bad many or few 
fauits. His “Morals” are worthy to be studied 
by all. They abound in the most lofty sen 
ments and deserve to tind à place in every 
bousebold tibrary.

Those who tremble for 
France are those who love her most; ber 
real enemies are the presumptuous men 
who tlatter ber defects, who trade upon 
her errors, end who, relying on the am- 
nesty of the improvident, sbow themselves 
on the morrow of disasters light-hearted and 
ready to begin again. A nation cannot last if 
she does not derive from ber inner self the quan- 
tity of reason sufficient to avert the causes of 
ruin from abroad, or from the internal decay 
that menaces ber oldest orgavizadons. But it is 
not possible that a country that in its 
midst so much heart, so much spirit, so much 
labor cannot overcome tnqseeds of disease with 
which it is burdened. 


Ir was with pain that Emerson saw the 
enemies of Awerica quoting Carlyle against her. 
“Ab! how gladly would 1 enlist you with your 
thunderbolt on our part!—how giadly enlist the 
wise, thoughtful, efficient pens and voices of 
England!” wrote the Sage of Concord to the 
Sage of Chelsea in 1564, in a letter published for 
the first time by M. D. Conway in a communica- 
tion to Harper's Weekly.

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Tun has just been published a table of 
cases argued and adjudged in the United States 
Supreme Court from its foundation until last 
year. The compilation also gives some inter- 
eating facta in connection with our judicial 
bistory: 

During the first decade of our history the court 
saw three Ublef Justices. The three Uhief Jus- 
tices next in order among them served for sev- 
enty-two years. Joho Marshall sat for thirty- 
four years and Roger B. Taney for twenty-eight 
years. Eight Justices bad leit the bench when 
the century began. Busurod Washington of 
Virginia, William Johnson of South Caroli 
Johu McLean of Onio, James M. Wayne o 
Georgia, each served tuairt years; Sam- 
uel Neigon, of New York, sand John 
Catron, of Tennessee, tweuty-seven; Rob- 
ert 0. Grier, of Pennsylvania, and 
Gabriel Duval, of Maryland, twenty-five: Na- 
than Ciitford, of Maine, twenty-three; Smith 
Tuompson, of New York, and Peter V. Daniel, 
ot Virginia, twenty years, Joseph Story was the 
veteran of the beech. His term exceeded by 
one year that of Chief-Justice Marshal. Edwin 
M. Stantoa was contirmed asa Justice while on 
his death-bed.

FRANCE fs now noted for its production of 
eges. The crop is sold chiefly in England. The 
number of eggs sent from France to England 
during the tirst quarter of this year was 199,982. - 
640, valued at $3,004,264. Siuce 1856 the price has 
risen from 14 to 2 cents a dozen. Fifteen or 
sixteen eggs are sent annually from France to 
England tor every bead of population. Besides 
this, France raised twenty eggs for every inhab- 
itant of its own, or in all the round nuwher of 
1,500,000,000 eggs, valued, with the poultry prod- 
uct, at £60,000,000. The Frenchman needs no 
patent ineubator. With refuse from the horse- 
stable and a barrel, he will hatch chicks by the 
barrel. To fatten fowls for the market, he does 
not wait for them to appease theirown appe- 
tites. On a revolving contrivance are placed the 
fowls. As the machine revolves slowly a tube 
enters the bird’s beak, and by force-pump the 
crop is filled. The bird has no choice. It must 
eat and grow fat.

Soon after- 
ward the startling intellivence went through 
the country that a diamond of over eighty- 
three carats had been discovered. The story 
was quite true. Mr. Van Niekirk. hearing that 
the stoue be had given to O'Heilly was a dia- 
mond, remembered that he bad sen one of a 
similar character in the possession of a native.

of Hopetown, merchants of long standing in 
South Africa, and now represented at the scene 
of the great diamond and jewel robbery in 
Hatten Garden, Lonaon. They purchased the 
stone for $55,000, and christening it The Star 
of South Africa,” sent it to Messrs. Hurst & 
Roskell, of London, who eventually sold 
it to the present Earl of Dudley, who 
had it set with ninety-five smaller brin- 
iants, and it is worn on important occa- 
sions by bis beautiful wife. Singularly enough, 
I met Lord Dudiey and his wife yesterday, not 
in society, not on familiar terms, but driving 
along Bond street. Lord Dudley is one of the 
richest men in England. He is a great coal- 
owner, and livegin a palace in Worcestershire 
called Witley Court. He married a few years 
ago probably the loveliest woman ia Eugland. 
a woman as far ju advance of Mrs. Langtry 
for the grace and beauty that belong to breed- 
ing as for appearance and manner. Sue 
was one of the numerous lovely daughters of 
Scotland. I bad the honor of dancing at ber 
wedding, which seems to me to have occurred 
ouly afew yearsago. Lord Dudley was then a 
handsome, stalwart, aristocratic looking gentie- 
man. Caricaturists have always beeu able to 
hit him off oe ay eg ou account of bis luxu- 
riant and bushy hair. His wife was a tall, grace- 
ful, lithe figure, and wherever they weut, to 
whatever Court in Europe, she was the cyno- 
sure of ail eyes. 

I could not help recalling this yesterday when, 
talking to a friend in Bond street, there passed 
by a victoria drawn by two horses: inside, very 
much muftied up, an elderly pwentieman, with 
his mouth considerably fallen in, his bead for- 
ward in that dejected manper which is char- 
acteristic of many old people; his wife still 
looking lovely, much more matroniy, of 
course, but with a black patch over ber 
eye. I would be sorry tor a moment to 
suggest that here is an example of the ili-luck 
of great diamends. Of course, his Lordship 
would get old inspite of the possession or non- 
possession of great gems, and accidents will oc- 
cur even in the humbiest families. At the same 
time it is a curious and most remarkable cir- 
cumstance that from time immemorial the 
possession of great diamonds has always 
been accompanied with great ili-luck 
and disaster. There is not a single stone of 
importance of which this is not true. Diamonds 
have been factors iu the basest intrigues, in the 
bloodiest wars, in the most savage vulrages that 
disgrace the page of history. I suspect when 
the new book is published we may look for some 
remarkable illustrations of this fact; otherwise 
the authors will have done their work 
very carelesly and without a full ap- 
preciation of the extraordinary ro- 
mance, chiefly tragic, which surroundse the 
“blistering halo’’ of such famous stones as 
those mentioned at the outset of this letter. 
From the moment of their discovery, through 
centuries. down to their latest possessors, the 
celebrated diamonds of the Bast dave trav- 
eled through biood and adventure of the most 
dramatic character. Wars have been fought 
for them, children have been siain for them, 
monarchs have bad their eyes put out for 
them, Princes have been rack for them, 
and there is hardly a phase of torture invented 
by cruel despots which is not illustrated in the 
stories of these lovely gems. It might even be 
noted, though one would be inclined to put it 
forward wtth great delicacy, and, of course, 
without for a moment implytvg one’s belief in 
the Eastern superstition, that the Koh-i-Noor 
brought ill-luck to the Queen, Tuts stone, of 
all others, bas had a career of misfortune. It 
was only a year or two after the Prince Consort 
placed it upon the cutter’s wheel to bave it re- 
sbaped that he died, and her Majesty bas bad 
since then some severe afflictions. Taken in 
connection with the previous history of the 
Koh-i-Noor there are, to say the least, remark- 
able coincidences. although it would be folly to 
put them forward as examples of the theories 
which are soberly discussed in Eastern literature 
in regard to the virtues of precious stones. 

As a note of comfort and reassurance to the 
diamond-ioving readers of this letter it is only 
right to add that ill-iuck is not traceable to the 
possession pf small gems such as are generally 
worn—to be particular let me say tothe extent 
of twenty or thirty carats. I should be sorry to 
make any gentleman with a diamond in his 
shirt-front or a lady with a pair in her errs un- 
happy. and, therefore, add this supplementary 
exception in regurd to the misfortunes that at- 
tend great diamonds. At present America 
does not possess a single historic stone. This ts 
rather remarkabie, considering how large a 
buyer she is in the diamond market. Seeing 
that without a break the histories of ail the 
great gems are full of misadventure for those 
who touch them, perhaps Columbia is to be con- 

utulated that all the famous stones are in 
zurope or Asia. No prejudice bas, bowever, that 
I have heard of, grown up against big diamonds, 
though opals are regarded by even seusibie 
people with superstitious fear. They are nev- 
ertheless favorit gents with the present royal 
family of England. I recall a curious cojnci- 
dence in connection with opals. Au explorer 
from Costa Rica eame home with a lot of 
opals.

Believing from the 
rate at which the nucleus was growing brighter, 
that it might be ble to observe the comet as 
it passed the zenith in the daytime, a circular 
was prepared and issued from Dudley Observa- 
tory for the information of astronomers, to en- 
able them to make this interesting and unusual 
observation. Mr. Wells, the discoverer, had al- 
ready prepared an orbit of the comet, which in- 
dica ite real path in space with remarkabie 
accuracy. So accurate were these predictions, 
in fact, that the most efaborate observations 
were necessary to determine in what direction 
they were in error. From these caicula- 
tions it was found tbat the comet 
apne approach the sun within a distance 
Of 5,600,000 miles, and would be at the 
time of that approach (7:30 p. m., June 10), 3,087 
times as bright as at discovery, and nearly sixt 
times as bright as at the observation on May 30. 
Attempts have been made at the Dudley Ob- 
servatory to observe the comet with the transit- 
circle at the time when it crossed the meridian, 
near noou on each clear day since June 2, but 
without success until yesterday, wheu the comet 
was seen. So far as is known, no observation 
like this, in the full blaze of noon, and with the 
comet less than 15 degrees from the sun, has 
been possible with any comet since the great one 
of 1543, which was plainciy visivle to the unas- 
sisted vision near the sun. At the observation 
yesterday the comet was 22,000,000 miles from 
the sun, and was scarcely a one-bunodredth part 
as bright as it will be four days later. There- 
fore, it isa fair inference that while the diffi- 
culty of observation will be increased by the in- 
creasing proximity to the sun, it will be more 
than compensated for by the increasing bright- 
ness. Itis barely possible that the Welis comet 
will, like the great one of 1543, be visible near 
the sun without the aid of a telescope.’

Its Operations in the Mocking Valley. 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 

OCOLUMBus, O., June 9.—Parties interested in 
the Standard Coal & Iron Company, who have 
been inspecting the coal and iron lands, fur- 
naces, and other interests in the Hocking Val- 
ley, are in the city again tonight, and their ap- 
pearance here creates more stir than even a 
State convention, as the combination is looked 
on as strong enough to gobble all the mining in- 
terests of the State, together with the furnaces, 
railroads, and other interests connected there- 
with, Tue party left here Thursday morning 
and got back tonight. They took in Logan, 
Nelsouvilie, New Straitsville, and ali the miumg 
towns; also the locations of tae furnaces in the 
Monday Creek Valley. 

Today they went down the Ohio & West Vir- 
ginia Divisiva of the Columbus, Hocking liey 
& Toledo Road, and met wita quite a reception 
at Gallipolis. They came back along the other 
side of the region, taking in the Sunday Creek 
Valley, and meeting numerous parties at Sbaw- 
nee. Among those n the party who are largely 
interested in the pr ject for the cousolidation of 
all these interests were the Hon. James 6. 
Blaine and Gen. Janes A. Hall, of Maine; W. D. 
Lee and A. F. Tayisr, of Newark; 8. B. Elxins, 
Mr. Viiaa, and lavid Docter, of New York; 
Judge 8. Burke, Ed s. Burke, ana W. 8. Nearer, 
of Cleveland Messers. Loug and Buchtel, of 
Akron; Lormie, of Londopville, and Addy, of 
Cintinonati. They were accompanied by Gen- 
eral-Manager George Craits, M. M. Greene, 
Presideut of the C., U. V. & I. Koad, and a large 
number of genticmen who have interests in we 
valley. and when they got here tonight the coal 
operators and iron men were swarmtag about 
the Neil to see them. 

W. D. Lee is the spokesman. Seeing the 
prospective consolidation of all these ioterests, 
the owners all seem anxious to get in while they 
can. These gentiemen traveled by special train, 
aud stopped to tuspect properties wherever they 
chose. It is said that they got more options 
while down the valley this week than they could 
handle. These capitalists from the East have 
invested in this region to such an extent that 
something is bound to drop. They ure said to be 
uo longer looking after more coal-lands or 
furnaces, as they bave these. The point 
now im question = is with the Cleve- 
land Syndicate, which owns over ten 
thousand acres of nineral lands, and the Colum- 
bus, Hocking Valley & loledo Raiiroad for an 
outlet. There is said to be a squeeziug or freez- 
ing going ov. The Standard Company demand 
of the Hocking Valley Railroad that they shall! 
buy, or seil. or consulidate with them. Even a 
fourth alternative is given, and that is that they 
receive special and satisfactury rates for trans- 
portanon f@a period of ten years, and that in 
case neither of these propositions are accepted 
the Standard will build a ratiroad of their own 
from this city into the coailieids. This propo- 
sition once settied, all other questions are out 
of the way, as terms can be hud on all in the 
valley4 

Messrs. Blaine and Elkias left for New York 
at midnight. Gen. Hall and Mr. Brooks wil 
leave for Newark tomorrow, and spend the 
Sabbath there with W. D. Lee, and on Monday 
the whole party will leave tor New York, to- 
gether with some of the beaviet operators, when 
the pending newotiations in counection with the 
company will be settled ove way or another, 
and arrangements perfected for the beyviauing 
of operations in the name of the Standard.

Evictions in Connemara, 
Correspondence Lundon News. 

GALWAY, Thursday night.—Carraroe, the scene 
of the earliest resistance to process serving, has 
just been the scene of the latest uuresisted evic- 
tions. Carraroe, though not the wildest or 
grandest part of Conuemara, is, perbaps, the 
most poverty-stricken part of a district steeped 
in poverty. It lies out of the tourists’ route 
through Connemara, and is, therefore, very lit- 
tie known. How little communication there is 
between Consemara generally and the outside 
world may be understood from the fact that 
evictions have been going ou in the Ciifdeao dis- 
trict op the property of Mr. Eyre, and in the dis- 
trict lying east of Clifden, on the estate of Mr. 
Berridge, of London, formerly the property 
of the Law Life-Assurance Society, for the 
last fortnight without any notice of the fact in, 
the newspapers. I have already stated in a 
brief telegraphic dispatch that about three hun- 
dred families have been evicted within the fort- 
night. This means in reality the deprivation of 
the means of living of at least 1.800 persons. 
The fact that a number of the evicted tenants 
were readmitted as caretakers scarcely atfects 
this general statement. The people have really 
no meaus of subsftence. They never have at 
this season of the year. late spring finds 
their oats and potatoes exh@usted, even in the 
best seasons; and in the two or three summer 
months they have to eke out an utterly inade- 
quate means of subsistence by getting into 
debt with the shupkeeper. But the shopkeeper 
will not give credit to the evicted ten- 
ant,even though that tenant has been read- 
mitted as caretuker. The result is that at this 
moment several bundred families in Connemara 
are on the brink of Starvation. Most ot them 
have, perhaps. a few potatoes left and a little In- 
dian meal; but these supplies will maintain 
them for buta very short period. The case is 
still worse of the large pumber—the majority of 
the whole—who have been evicted from house 
and home. These, even it they had food for 
themselves and their families—and they buve it 
pot—sere without sbeiter unless they get it from 
a friendly neichvor, and friendly as the neigh- 
bors are, itis searcely wecessary to say chat 
theirown huts—for so their dwellings may be 
with substantial accuracy described—afford very 
inadequate accommodadon for their own fam- 
ilies. 

I visited yesterday the scene of the evictions 
of Tuesday on Mrs. Kirwan’s Carrarve proper- 
5 Like the day after the battle, the day after 
the evictions furnisnes perhaps the best oppor- 
tunity of judging of their results. Carraroe is 
nearly thirty irish miles from Galway, mostly 
over ve: d roads; but mostly, likewise, in 
view of Galway Bay, and, therefore, in weather 
like the present, the drive is most enjoyable. 
The country ail along is poor and barren. It 
might almost be described as a continuous rocky 
surface, covered bere and there with thin boggy 
soil. Bad as it is, however, throughout the en- 
tire journey it is only as Carraroe is ap- 

roached that the really rocky country begins. 

he country presents to the eye a vast rocky 
surface; huge bowiders meet the eye 
all round. Larger in dimensions many of 
them tban the buts of the peasantry, they aia 
most conceal the latter from view, and it is 
searcely possible to distinguish tne peasant’s 
cabin in the huge wilderness of rocks. The 
dwellers of this supremely barren wilderness 
are, despite the conditions of their existence, a 
hardy race of men and women. They are not 
unpleasing in appew#rance. Men and women 
alike have free, open countenances; their ap- 
pearaocce is such as wouid attract the stranger 
and invite his confidence. The women, while 
routh is om their side, are far from wanting 
n personal attractions. Exposure to the 
sun in summer, and to the rain io winter, 
out of doors, to the smoke of their cabins all the 
year round indoors, renders them swarthy and 
weatherbeaten. But otherwise they 
their age well. Men who say they are 00 
look less than 50, and women who are the 
mothers of large families are still fresh and 
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their shoulders after the style in which the 
Scotch shepherd wears his piaid, another 
pot tico at the two gene of different colors 


Scores of women 
were in the procession which yesterday accom- 
panied me over the scene of the previous day's 
proceedings, and not one ot them wore shoe or 
stocking. The men., on the 0 hand, with 
scarcely an exception, wore ‘ 
rest of their outtit consisted of flannei waist- 
coat and trousers, all home-wade. The hit. 
drea, boys and girls alike, wore Wannel petti- 
coats. The procession was almost entirely made 
up of evicted tenants and theit wives and fam- 
ilies. Neariy every one of the tenants owea 
four years’ rent; nearly every one failed to 
ay any rent for the last three or four years, 
heir “holdings” are small andof the most 
wretched character. rents varied from 
14 to about £4 los or £5. They first refused 
to pay in November, 18%, and they 
buve never in fact been able to pay since. 
Not one of them knows what acreage he has 
They know whether they bare worth,” 
or * worth.“ of land; but have no idea 
bow many acres they have. It would, in fact, 
be almost impossible to reduce their hoid to 
acres. There is scarcely in ANY spat more n 
a few perches of cultivated land. Every bit of 
rock on which there is a handful of soil nas 
been brought into culuvaien. A few square 
yards of soll surrounded by rocks is as carefully 
cultivated as if it were the richest soil in the 
best purt of England. It is not only carefully 
cultivated, but neatly cultivated ag well: and 
the artistic eye of the Irish race obtrudes 
itself in the graceful curves given to the ri 
even in the most uneven patches of ground. 

Such are the boldings on Mrs. Kirwan’s Carra- 
roe property, aud such are the people who live 
ou them. Ot course they cannot live on them 
and payrent. They have, as I have said, paid 
no rent for years, and they have lived most mis- 
erably notwithstanding. Bad‘ sensons are not 
the only cause of their failure. Low prices of 
agricultural produce scarcely affect them; they 
have no agricultural produce to sell, and have 
never had any to sell. It is to other causes that 
tbeir break-down must be traded. And first 
among them comes the old one of subdivision. 
The agent—Mr. Robinson, of Roundstone—has, 
throughout his reign ot over @ quarter 
of a century, done his t to prevent 
subdivision, but in a country where 
principles of Malthus are hated 
spised, the effort has been 
Fines rather than restricdons were placed on 
marriage—or, rather, on the subdivision which 
was the usual result of the marriage tie. If a 
tenaut’s son married and builta house oo the 
land, a heavy yearly Une was imposed; but it 
need hardly be added was not Very generally or 
regularly paid. Another pian of checking sub- 
division was also tried. The land was striped, 
and the tenants,tothe number sometimes of 
eight or nine, were mude copartners in the one 
bolding. lu one instance as mény as nine ten- 
ants, each with a family, and numbering alto- 

ether fifty-seven souis held in copartnership a 
Utle over “£10 worth ot land. That is to Say, 
by the non-payment of their rent, each family 
bas benefited to the amount of about a guinea 
a year. It is dificult to gee of what 
real pvactical value to such tepants would 
be any reduction of rent that Land 
Com missiouers could make. The people them- 
seives—and they are wonderfully shrewd and in- 
telligent—begin to regard matters in this ligut. 
They begin to see—nay, they have had practical 
experience of it—that even the remission of the 
entire rent would not apprectably ameliorate 
their condition, and the result 18 that they are 
one and al! most anxious to immigrate. Hence 
in some degree the quiet way in which they have 
submitted to eviction witb ali its immediate and 
unquestionable bardships. The large number of 
the 120 tenants and their families evicted on Mrs. 
Kirwan's property were reinstated as Caretak- 
ers, but of those whom 1 saw yes- 
terday a considerable number had been 
“put out in the full sense of the 
words. They bad no home the previous night. 
Au old man of 78, with tears in his eyes, said it 
was che lirst uightin his long life that he bad 
been without a home. At one bouse we found a 
family who had been evicted, and whose few 
sticks of furniture were lying seattered over the 
yard in front of the bouse, the door of which 
was blocked up with stones. Husband, wife, 
and childreu—tbe latter all very young—bad 
passed the night iu the open air. The mother 
and child as we came suddenly upon them, were 
dining of potatoes, their table being a 
rickety oid chair set in the open yard, 
At another house, in the open yurd also, 
were mother and children feeding upon 
indian meal stirabout witbout milk—“and not 
enouuh of that, said the poor woman. Ina 
third house, where the tenant had been allowed 
back as caretaker, a young girl was lying sick 
ou a littie straw on the floor, ber pillow bemg 
the buse of the huge bowider which formed the 
eud wall of the house, thinly covered with straw 
inclosed in coarse canvas. One more scene of 
which | was an eye-witness. The family bad 
been evicted; a little boy was sick, most prob- 
ably of incipient fever; the father had during 
the previous day improvised a sort of hut, tho 
covering being the canvas of a small boat; tne 
sick child lay so sbeitered 6n a bed of furze 
laid upon the bogwy ground, an extra petticoat 
in addition to his ordinary petticoat garb being 
thrown over bim. 

Why, it may be asked, have these people gone 
so much tothe bad? Why, if they were able to 
pay their rents before 1879, should they not be 
noie to do so now? ‘he answer is tant in the 
best of times the rent was net paid without a 
desperate struggle, and times bave changed 
wouderfully for the worse. They never really 
lived by theirland. it wasan accommodation 
to them, and provided a site tor a home. But 
they lived by fishing in the fishing season; they 
burned kelp and sold it to the Glasgow firms 
who had depots along the coast; they crossed 
over to the County Clare in the barvest season, 
and earned money by digging potatoes. The 
fishing bas ceased to be prodtable, the fish 
have deserted that particular part of the const. 
The meu have not the boats even if the fish were 
to return; the demand for keip is slow, and the 
people complain that after spending a deal of 
labor in preparing it they Caunot get anything 
like a fair price for it; in fact, they have totake 
what is offered them, as there is no competidon 
ot buyers; while as to barvest work io Clare, 
they can no longer procure it, chiefly because 
the plow is now used for digging the potatoes. 
They recognize that the work-house or emigra- 
tion is the only resource left to them. To send 
aswari of such ablebodied men and women, 
inured to work when they can get it, 
and naturally inclined to be industrious, to 
the work-house is a course which wiil have few 
advocates. As to emigration. they all declare 
that they would be only too delighted to get the 
chance of emigrating. it is to be hoped that as- 
sistance for that purpose will apeedily be forth- 
coming. Whatever Land League prociivities 
the Carraroe people may bave had, and they 
stillcheer for the Land League and Parnell, 
their present pligbt is not due to Land League 
combination. it is due to sheer inability to pay 
rent. The place has been singuiarly free from 
outrage; and there bas been no combination 
against the payment of rent. Those who were 
unable are in the condidon Ihave attempted 
feebly to describe.

THE APOTHECARY OF THE BOULEVARD 
MALESHERBES. 

Some light has at iast been thrown on the 
atrocious Le Pecq mystery. About ten days ago 
a hideously-swolien and mutilated body of a 
man was found floating down the Seine at Le 
Pecg, near St. Germain. On examination it was 
seen that the body was bound tightly around 
with coils of leaden gas-pipe. The marks of 
repeated biows were visible about the 
chest and legs, while the victim's 
lips were closed by a baby’s safety-pio. The 
corpse, not having been identified, was buried, 
and there seemed an end of the matter. On 
Wednesday, however, it was exhumed, and was 
recognized as that of an apothecary uamed Au- 
bert, who had disappeared from his home, No. 
38 Boulevard Malesherbes, on the 18th of May. 
and had not since been heard of. The next day 
an anonymous letter reached the Prefect of 
Police denouncing Mine. Ferradone, of Le Peog. 
as an accomplice in the murder. The woman 
was at once arrested, and made 
a full confession, which will, no 
doubt, lead to the speedy capture of the other 
persons concerned iu the assasination. Among 
them, it is said, are several young women. The 
police bave arrested three persons concerned in 
the Le Recq murder chemist named Feuron, 
his wife, and his wife’s brother. The woman, 
who was at one time Aubert's mistress, has con- 
fessed that, with ber husband and brother, she 
murdered the deceased, after decoying him into 
a lonely house by the river side near Chatour.

CHEAP LABOR, 


CHINESE COMING EAST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chtcago Tribune, 

New York, June 10.—A combination of man- 
ufacturers bave entered intoacontract with 
the Six Companies at San Francisco, Cal., for 
1,000 Chinese to be employed in this and other 
cities throughout the East in the manu- 
facture of cigars. This scheme, which threat- 
ens the livelihood of white workingmen 
in thie section, originated upon the signing by 
President Arthur of the Chinese bill passed in 
Congress restricting Mongolian emigration to 
this country. Ninety days had been specified 
the full and strict enforcement of 
law. The officials of the Six Com- 
panies at once determined to take ali 
the advantages possible of the limited 
time allowed. With tbis end io wies it was de- 
cided to import as many meu from China as pos- 
sible to fill vacancies caused by the departure 
eastward of thousands now on the Pacific Coast.

municated with su that they might exert their

HOTEL-MANAGEMENT. 


The Hotelkeeper’s View — The Losses 
Not So Great as Might Be Supposed. 
Facts About Waiters aad Their Tricks 


~The Bar a Necessity. 
New York Irtbune. 

The management of a great notel requires ag 
much executive ability as the command aa 
brigade in tne field. The sume Attention to de- 
tails is necessary, and a strict system, which ap 
proaches military discipline, is followed. Tyg 
protts of a hotel may be largely diminished or 
frittered away eutirely through jack of judg- 
neut on the part of the heads of departmeny 
and through the various leakages that are apt 
to occur in every large establishment. lu speak- 
ing of the losses of hotels, a hotel-man said 
recently: : 

lu a well-managed hotel, however large the 
losses are not so great as is often supposed, 
Take the provisions. With careful buying and 
adequate ice-houses and cooling-rooms there 
should be very little wasted. Things that are 
not used as Originally intended can be utilized 
in some other way, as, for example, fruit which 
is not available tor dessert can be turned inte 
tarts and pies. Bat the greatest loss in food is 
Caused by the guests themselves when meals art 
served table d'hote. Of course a first-class 
house presents a bill of fare for any meal which 
contains more than five men can eat. There ar 
some people, however, who are not accustomed 
to the best fare, and are unable to mak 
selections, and they simply go in on the 
principle of getting their money's Wort, 
So they order everythmg, and if « 
dinner go straight througt from soup to coffes 
Calling for every dish that the menu contains 
Ot course, they can’t eat one-quarter of thy 
umount. and so they leave a great deal t be 
wasted. There is a chance also for the walten 
to cause a loss by bringing guests more tung 
than they want, in the hope that this unduea> 
tention will increase their fees. But the dens 
waiter and the controller. who stand at the doom 
of the kitchen, always keep a sharp lookout far 
this, and when a waiter is found bringing s 
guest half a dozen things instead of two tt 
are really wanted, he is immediately discharged 
When the meals are served a la carte @ seat 
dea: of mouey is often lost to the guests by the 
*déuble-cuecx’ racket, whicb is a favorit 
game with dishonest waiters. The guest wre 
nis orders ou a check which tbe waiter takes 0 
the cusnier’s desk, where the prives are put on 
and the check siamped. But while the guests 
euting bis meal the waiter secretiy makes out 
auotwer check wita the same orders but with 
the prices increased frum 10 tu 0 per cent. Thea 
be bands this raised check to the guest fur pay- 
ment, but gives to the Cashier the first check 
with che proper prices, and puckeis the differ 
ence. if the guest pays his cneck without clos 
examination, as be is iikely to do if be bu 
ladies with Mm, of course be ig swinaled, and 
we can’t prevent it. I bave seard people 
say that they. wouldn't go © tie 
Manbattun, Briguton, or Long Beach hotels 
aguin because the prices were 80 outra 
and I knew at once that the waiters bad rai 
their checks. The only remedy is for tne/guest 
carefully to compare the prices on bis check 
with those on tbe bili of fare. First-class wait- 
ers us a rule are very smart men. They are usu- 
ally French, German, or Italiana, generally 
two, three, or four languages, and often bave 
education. The best waiter I ever knew was 
sometbing of a linguist, sometbing of a mus, 
cian, and no mean artist. Thea he was ag ad- 
mirable waiter, and oad knack 
ef satisfactorily serving 6 great many 
people at the du ine ume. his 
tees were very large. He received the ue 
sulury of $30 or $35 a month and board. We of- 
fered him the posidion of head waiter at asu 
of $100 a month and board, and he refused 
He toid me afterward that he coutda’t afford te 
lose money by taging the piace, so you see wat 
bis fees: mußt fave amounted to. Atagreat 
seaside hotel in the bight of the seasona 
waiter will make trom $5 to $15 a day ta fees & 
is not an uncommon thing for a waiter to 
ceive a dollar as a single tee, and if oe is serving 
a large purty be sometimes gets $5.

FIRE-ENGINE HORSES. 


The Care Necessary in Selecting the 
Animals—Intelligence in the Jnstruc- 
tion. 


New York Sun. 

In the early part of January last the Fire 
Commissioners resolved upon the establishment 
ofatraining stable for the education of the 
borses of the department, and, incidentially, the 
adoption of a system of careful inspection and 
trial. That equine college has been in opera- 
tion successfully for about sixty days. The old 
engine-house of Engine Company No. 37, in 
Lawrence street, near Tenth avenue, was 
assigned for the uses of the training 
stable. It bas no spare space, and can 
accommodate only seven horses at oe time, 
but one more can be kept in 37's new bouse, 
and the department does not need more than 
that number for the present. President Cor- 
man says that the department bas always in 
service about 250 horses, and buys about fifty 
per aunum, to replace an equal number that 
are worn out or condemned. The maximum 
price paid for borses for fire-department serv- 
ice is $300. That amount will not buy frst- 
class New York State horses, which are 
deemed the best, but it will buy good Western 
horses, young and sound, which by proper 
training, feeding, and care, are likely to tura 
out all that is desired bere. Ne horse is imme- 
diately bought outright, thirty days’ trial be- 
ing required. Out of forty-eight horses sent 
to the training-stable thus far, only ten have 
been retained. One principal trouble bas been 
in hoof cracks. They lame a horse, and, al- 
though they eould in most instances be cured 
by care, skill, and time, the department has no 
time to waste lu protracted veterinary experi- 
— so a hoof- Cracked horse is promptly ro- 
ected. 

The first story of tne training stable is ar- 
ranged very much like that of an — en- 
gine house. In the centre stands an oid-fash- 
joued chemical engine, Walch, as it weighs vuly 
5,600 pounds, is about 1,000 pounds lighter than 
an ordinary tire eugine, but is beavy cnough for 
training. Above it, on opposit sides of the pole, 
pendant by long cords from the ceiling, like the 
skeletons of gigantic wines, are the sets of bar- 
ness ready for instant dropping oa the horses 
and hitcbing. Avgaitst the walls, at the sides of 
the room and a little back of the engine, are the 
stalls of the team in training, exactly like the 
ordinary engine-bouse stalis. In these there is 
neither manger nor crib, both ends are open, 
and the horses stand witb their heads toward the 
front, fastened by a bridie, the hitching strap of 
which is held by a bolt connected with the rn 
trical apparatus. At the back, with their beads 
toward the rear wall, are tive horses in ordinary 
stalls. Those animals are not u rguing as 
active training as the others, either because 
their education is deemed finished or because 
they are sick and undergoing medical treat- 
ment, for this establishment, in addi uon to 
being a school, is a hospital. Between the 
engive and the rear stall stands, with uptipped 
shaits, a beavy bose-tender, but it ig net at bres- 
ent in use for trainmg, as thore s no stall in 
proper relative position to it.

AN OLD OFFENSE. 

Yesterday Edwin McGill appeared before 
Judge Gary and gave bail in $10,000 to answer to 
two indictments.

Why these indict- 
ments have been found five years aiierward 
couid not be ascertained, as MR McCrea and the 
other members of the firm as it existed in 187 
are out of the city. 

THE RUSSIAN REFUGEES, 

A call is issued by Julius Rosenthal to the 
Israelites of Chicago to meet the Russian Ref- 
ugee Aid Committee, of which he is President, 
at the Temple B’ nai Sholem, on Michigan avenue, 
between Fourteenth and Sixteenth streets, at 
haif-past 3 today. The committee will then pre- 
sent its report of its action, and a pew commit- 
tee will be elected. Tune delegates who attended 
the general meeting at New York will report. 
The committee trusts that there will be a gen- 
eral attendance. It is hoped also that others 
than Israelites willbe present. It is not im- 
possible that before long the Jewish element of 
the community will tind itself unable to 
cure for the vast numbers of Russian 
refugees who are being thrown upon 
their hands. Up to tis time they 
u ve duve everything themselves. Out of 88.000 
which bas been collected iu this city, perhaps 
less than $100 came. frum non-Jews. But the 
crueities in Russia are continued, the emigra- 
uon is necessarily increasig, and, while the em- 
igrauts manage the tunds bunded to them with 
the greatest econumy, it will probably soon be 
beyoud the pover of the Awerican I[sraeiites to 
care for them. There are large numbers who 
have been provided with employment in the 
trades which they k®ow, for, coutrary to the 
general undetstanding, the majority of these 
refugees are working peovie. They are not 
shopkeepers or peddiers, but are fairiy skilled 
mecbanics. Still, nearly ali have families, and 
so che pressure upon the Israelites of America 
will soon reach a point where they will nave to 
cail upon the Gent es for aid, and therefore it 
is that the Chicago Aid Committee would be 
much oo if there were a liberal representa- 
tion of Gentiles at the meeting to be beld this 
afternoon. 

THE SALE OF THE “ ADVANCE.”’ 

A reporter called yesterday at the oilice of the 
Advance, the organ of the Congregational 
Church in the West, and inquired of Mr. Artbur 
H. Day, business manager of the paper, as to the 
news telegraphed from Borton that the Advance 
was about to change hands. Mr. Day said there 
was little or nothing to add to the telegram pub- 
lished in Taz TRIBUNE, as the vegotiations for 
the transfer were not fully completed. For a 
considerable time Gen. Charies H. Howard, the 
senior proprietor, had been desirous or closing 
out bis connection with the paper on account of 
his ill-health. He is now in the Southwest at- 
tending to his duties as Inspector of In- 
dian Agencies, and for some time 
bas had no active connection with 
the. paper.

This 
bali is very venerabie; and its antique carvings, 
sculptu knights, old tapestries and pictures, 
charters of the early days, aud chairs of state 
once occupied by Kings, are full of interest.

across the way is tell of old mural tablets and 
monuments; and ajmost every siab in the floor 
bears some baif-eiluced inscription. In the rear 
part of the church4is stili stavcing a part of the 
origival wall ofan d monuastery-chapel, ne pe- 
riod of w erection is lost to modern history. 
The curious, narroy, Winding streets, lined with 
autigue houses, whose projecting fronts, small 
windows, and architecture are of an almost 
Roman period, make a visit to Coveatry of great 
interest.

MY OWN NAME WAS SWIFTLY WovEN, 
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DRESS-COATS. 


The Uses and Abuses of the Swallow- 
Tail in tue Past and Preseut. 
Bos on Star. 

Without betng an Oscar Wilde gone mad, I am 
often moved with a sense of pity at our destiny 
as men by observing those of my fellow-creat- 
ures who are in the bgbit of attiring themselves 
in those garments called biack swgllow-tail 
coats. 

It is a sign of the times—the movement is 
especially sufficient, inasmuch as it relates to 
the lower extremities—that Oscar Wiide bas 
commenced an innovation in our masculine 
attire by adopting knee vreeches and silk stock- 
ings. But for my own part I should wish to 
commence the reform—with Miss Kate Field's 
permission—by changing the black coat with 
swallow tails. 

But before going into the question I will con- 
tent myself with giving a short bistory of the 
dress-coat, and hope that this will also serve as 
a sort of record of its obituary. 

Have you ever asked yourself the question, 
Why is it that every importaat occasion of ‘your 
life is marked by your wearing a dress- coat? 

If you go tu a wedding you must wear a dress- 
coat. if you gotoufuneral you must wear a 
dress-coat. Are you a minister, you must con- 
stantly weara dress-voaton your back. Are you 
a tuotman, the dress-coat is indispensable. 

Searching for the origin of this custom is a 
pursuit which amuses ä man When it does not 
sadden him, and | ill now submit the result of 
my inquiries to the public. 

e dress-coat, which bas the pretension to 
be the garment par excellence, had its origin in 
the seventeenth century. As you see, it is two 
centuries oid, so that in my opinion we have ac- 
quired the rigbt to consign it to oblivion. Metd- 
phortoally speaking, from this coat is descended 
that garment Wien we call ¢ Freuch coat. 
There is only one I of difference between 
the French coat a past a and the dress 
coat of modern times, and t is, that whiist 
the former had a standing @liar, the latter 

turned down. 1 

improvea the old 
“ machine,” but during the reign of 
Louis XIV. it bad already become promiuent at 
the court of that monarch. The young swejis 
who formed the cream of seciety ab .wadoned che 
use of the square-cut cout. which was always 
richly embroidered, and repiaced it with a sort 
of dres’-coat with a standing collar, and having 
tight sleeves embroidered in gold. The skirts 
were very plain on the outside, but very ricbly 
trimmed on the under side, and in order that the 
orbit of this precious tr.mming should not be 
eutirely lost, u became the [fashion to turu up 
the skirts with gold but tous. and to fasten thew 
back by pass the buttons through buttoo- 
holes made for that purpose. , 

During many years this style was maintained 
in the army fur molitary uniforms. The mate- 
rials of which this attire wae made, varied ac- 
cording tu the taste and wealth of the wearer. 
They were of cloth, of satin, or of Velvet, and 
almost invariabiy of brilliant colors. Little by 
little people began to understand that this mode 
ot turoing back the skirts to the outside was ont 
practical, and besides was bigtly, anti-oschetic. 
A tailor ot genius conceived tne idea that they 
should be made smaller, and it wus then that 
the French coat began to assume the ridiculvus 
sbape of our present dress coats, with the ouly 
difference that the skirts were ornamented witb 
Sk. or silver, or guild. In France and in Eu- 
giand large sumsof money were spent u follow- 
ing this fasnion,and in Spain it was the same, 
but Germany and Italy were less inclined to- 
wards these extrav nces. 

At the time of the frst Freoch Revolution the 
realm of fashion ceased to exist, and the cus- 
tom of embroidering geotliemen's coats ume to 
an end. Those were not the days when a Man 
could display his weaith or live ina style of os- 
tentacion, and with the disapperance of embrvid- 
eries there disappeared also the bright colors in 
which gentiemen used to dress, and more som- 
bre doors took their piace. Under the directory 
the Incroyables endeavored to set the fash- 
ion by wearing the skirts of their coats very 
long and flowing. In the Fille de Madame An- 

the spectatur is able tosee bo they were 
made, with the addiuon of a black collar—fatal 
to — who were adherents of mooarchica! 
rule. 

On the rise of the Government ot Napoleon, 
buwever, the coat underwent various trunsfor- 
mations both in shape and in colors; and proba- 
bly in order to display a deeper feeling of trau- 
quility on the part of the pubis. the culors 
worn were wore lively in appearance. ear 
blue preduminauted—as we can still see, eve iu 
our owo day, by @xamicing the wardrobes of 
our ancestors, and it extended frum ‘be lappeis 
to the god button. Little bf little the sbape ot 
the cout went out of fashion; 1, followings 
the caprice of the day, it Nnaily became un- 
known to the fashionabie worid. 

The period in whico the tail coat was hbeid in 
least esteem was du the Urst twenty-five 
years of the present century. That was the 
epoch when women wore coach-wbeel hata—an 
acticie of female wearing apparel which bas 
awain made its appearance in our on day—ane 
men sported enormous collars, probably for the 
purpose of protecting their beads against catch 
ing the colds When were likely to arise from 
their legs being covered with nothing but silk 
stock ins. 

lam unable to think of that epoch without 
wanting to laugh at it, and without a desire to 
thauk God that He preserved me from cuming 
into (be worid at that period of universal! colds. 
The ridicule of seventy-five years already con- 
sos me tor the ridiculous figures which we cut 
in our Coats of funera! black and of the seciions 
of stove-pipe with which we cover our beads! 
The dress-cuat and hat ot our times will bea 
subject of great merriment in the next century, 
in which I hope léehall have the satisfacdon of 
living.

He bad kept them 
entirely separate by keeping up the armuries of 
both the second and Sixth negimeuts, and had 
very rarely visited their armury or taken 
un) interest in their baif of the organization. 
He bud, moreover, announced bis stuf a fte 
days before Decoration-Day, without even let- 
tung them know of bis uten don, much less giv- 
ing them any representation upon the staff. It 
was these. and many other discodgrtesies of the 
kind, which caused the officers whose resigna- 
Lions uave been forwarded to Conciude that they 
never could agree.

HORSES AND WOLVES. 


Gen. Abe Buford Describes the Battle 
He Witnessed on the Piains Forty 
Years Ago. 

From a Lecture Reported by the Louisville Commercial. 
ln the year 182 I was a Lieutenant of dra- 

goons, and accompanied Capt. Nathan Boone in 
a campaign over the Western prairies in searcb 
of the Great Salt Lake of the West. A squadron 
of dragoous Was the strength of the command. 
The vlticerswere Boone, commanding; Lieuts. 
Jonnson, Chilton, Audersou, and myself. We 
were camped on the bead- waters of the Big Re d 
fork of the Arkansas River about June zu, when 
all nature seemed rejoici:ag over the Fraud and 
beautiful scenery which is to be witnessed in no 
other part of the world but on the great plains 
of the West. During the night we could bear 
the distant neighing and snorting of horses and 
the barking ana bowling of wvuives. Our horses 
were breaking loose from their iariate frequeat- 
ly during the night. Noonein camp couid di- 
vine the cause of the trouble except t. 
Boone, who suid there must be a battle of 
wolves and borses rag ng, and Ordered the 
guards to be doubled to preveot a stampede of 
our owa bor. At daviight the command was 
mounted and Boone said we would bave-ap op- 
portunity to capture a borse or two. So Ander- 
son, Chilton, and myseif selected three squads 
of the best- mounted dragoons in the command. 
We moved down the creek in the direc- 
tion ol the sound of the neigbing 
and barking. and all were on tip-toe tu witness 
the battle. Gowg about a mile under cover of 
the banks of the Uttle creek, the noise growing 
more distinct every moment until we gut op- 
— the held of dattle, which was upon the 
evei prairie, about 300 yards from the blut 
bunks; here we baited, and the toree vrs 
dismounted and went upon the bank to recon- 
noitre. Wesaw the battle raging; the herd of 
horses was about 100 stroug, and the most prom- 
inent one among them was the ut white 
horse of the pla us.“ Which many of you nuve 
doubtless often He seemed to be the 
commander, and had formed the mares io a 
cirele with their beels to the enemy, 
or outward. The diameter of this circie was 
about 100 yards, witb all the foals and younger 
colie in the centre: all the  stailions, 
with the “white horse” in command, on 
the outside and surrvunding the circle of 
mares, who were — t woives. The 
wives would retreat rapidly from us over the 
beautiful prairie, and we gave chase witb all 
the speed we covid. * The woite horse in this 
retreat commanded the rear ard. Before the 
retreat commenced, I not a squad of stall - 
ions approach the cireie of mures; they pawed 
the earth, neigned and snorted fiercely, and 
started off, leuding the retreat. The mares 
opened the circie, and the colts went our fol- 
lowing a squad of mares, the other mares in 
their rear. and the wulte dore still in the 
rear. I was mounted on a _ thoroughbred 
borse given me by my father. He wus sired by 
Sidi Hamet. I gave Cid the spur and moved 
directiy at the White King, with pistol in 
band, thinking 1 mint crease him 
if 1 could ever get by bis side. 
In this chase Anderson's squad and mine 
kept well together. But Chilion’s mea being 
mounted on ioferior horses, such as Noah's 
ponies, were left farin the rear. As we ap- 
proached the herd the white borse would go 
slow and let us come up to within twenty yards 
of bim. but could go away from us at his ease. 
He would keep between us aud some of the old 
mares and cuits untii we would drive him for- 
ward by appruactivg wo close. When it de- 
came evident that some of these mares and colts 
would fall into our bands the “white borse,”’ 
evidently wits much exc.tement, would abandOn 
them to their fate. We continued this chase 
some six or seven miles, when all of our horses, 
save my horse Cid, were pretty well blown. | 
made several forced dashes at the white 
nurse, but could not reach bim, Cid 

too beavily handicapped, § alihough 

uvoirdupois was not near 80 great as it 

is today, when the “white horse” was only 
carrying a feather. Onthis chase we captured 
several old mares and colts, all of whieb, being 
tov cioselyaliied to Noatl’s ponies, not baving 
had the advantage Of the race-track and breed- 
ing un@er the direction Of mau. we Set them at 
pe on the plains to rejoin their herd. On

er edge of the battie-teld that nad fallen in 
some of the charges, and the wolves bad de 
voured their carcasses. When we reached camp 
with our old mares and colts Boune laughed 
heurtily, and said: Why, Medoo (whico was 
my nickname among the oificers), I thought vou 
were goiug to Cupture the * woite horse, mount- 
ed on your thorougobred from the Biue-Grass 
region?” My reply was that Cid was too heavily 
bandicapped, while the “ white horse was with- 
out weight, carrying only a feather. We were 
all tired after tnhiscoase. We enjuyed hugely the 
roasted buffalo bump, ron@fed before the open 
ure. and remained in camp over night. 

Such, my friends, is a bastily-prepared de- 
‘scription of the battle of the “horses and 
wolves,’ in whica we piainily see the reusoning 
powers of this at white horse of the plans 
fully developed. We also plainly see his miii- 
tary idea brought ais into play. in bis a 
suults upon bis enemy be first organizes bis as- 
saulting parties, and bis retreat trom his more 
formidable opponent, the dragwons, be covers 
the retreat of his army.

The evil, owever, ougut to be 
abated, and perbups the only way it ean be dove 
is to employ a sanitery expert for the pur . 

In severul libraries in the Eastern cities the 
difficulty bas been spived by introducing such 
eleguace and retinepent of taste in the furni- 
ture andi appointments of their reading-rooms 
that unpieau persuns will not frequent tuem. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

Twenty-one persons have been employed in 
the duy. service, with six in the evening service, 
with a jJunitor and agsistant.

A ud supplembnt to the finding lists is in 
prepuracion aud will be ready for the press early 
in July.

BINDING. 


The nuniber of books sent to the five binders 
employed was 9,461. The largest number sent to 
any one binder was 6,332, and the sinallest uum- 
ber to ahy ove was ol. The number of books 
repaired by the library atteudants Was 2.044. and 
they put into Emerson binders 340. The amount 
paid for binding was $4,042.57. For our common 
bindme we buve paid better prices and have bad 
a bettericiass uf work done than formerly, which 
will prove in the end tu be goud economy. 

ANNUAL EXAMINATION. we

The necessity of providing a new building for 
the Public Library is so obvious, and is su well 
understood, that it is not necessury 10 add any- 
thing to the general distussiun. Two practical 
suggestions based on experience may not, bow- 
ever, be out of piace. 

tis perhaps not generally known that in 
our present quurters we are greatiy cramped fur 
room; that every book-c&se is full, and that we 
ha ve not the space to set up another case. The 
normal growth of a single year requires five or 
six new cases. e library cannot remain witb- 
in sue narrow limiis unless it stops growing. 
natural and bealthy growth of a library 
and the space needed for its expansion are 
pots vot appreciated by those who have uever 
duly considered the subject; and bence some of 
our good citizens and some of our city officials 
dave expressed the opmion that one- halt of 
Deurboru Park will be enou for the future 
use of the Public Library, and they have recom- 
mended to our members in Uongreas tbat the 
other half be devoted to some other purpuses. 

When | entered upon the duties of my present 
position, littie more than eight uro. about 5,000 
volumes, the substrdtum of the present library, 
were stored in the Old Tank. In eight yeurs 
—and four of these bave been years of famine— 
we hu ve accumulated more than 87,000 volumes, 
showing an anoua!l growth of more than 10,000 
volumes. With a suitable and tire-proof build- 
ing the growth would bave.been larger, for sucb 
a buiiding would bave attracted lurge donations. 
Owners of libraries will not give them were 
they are in imminent peril of beiaw burned. As- 
suming the growth in the future to be nv greater 
tuau iu the t, the livrary in ten years from 
this date will bave 187,000, in twenty vears 287,000, 
and in thirty years 387.000, which is about the 
size of the two largest libraries in the country. 
botb of which are about to erect new buildings. 

use they are driven out ot their old buiid- 
ings for want ot room. The Congress Library 
proposes to build on a lorof ground twice as 
large as Dearborn Park. ‘ne Boston Public Li- 
brary has been presented by the State of Massa- 
chusetts with a lot of ground, au area of 382,500 
square feet. or equivalent toa lot 250x130 feet, and 
the Trustees, declining to build on so small 
lot, are in negotiation for the purchase of an 
adjacent lot of similar size, which will give them 
65.000 Square feet. It is not intended to occupy 
the whole jot at once, but to hold a portion of it 
in reserve for tuture growth of the library. 
They made thirty years ago one mistake in 
building on toosmall alot, and do not propose 
to make the same mistake a second time. The 
area of Dearborn Park is 62 37) squire feet. 
The life of the Chicago Public Library is not 
thirty years, nor fifty yeurs, nor a buudred 
years. It would be the bight of folly to erecta 
suitable dullding on one-balf of Dearborn Park 
without having the control of the ower half 
when it shail be needed. 

THE DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 

The tenth annual report of the Board of Di- 
rectors ot the library was also finished yester- 
day. se reports wii be submitted to the 
buard at the meeting to be beid tomorrow after- 
Doon. 

The report of the board comprehends a brief 
general statement of its present resources, op- 
erations for the year, financial condition, rost, 
and use. Attention is called tothe matter ofa 
new library buildimy., and it embodies the 
facts and tigures contained in the report uf tae 
Librarian. as prioted above. 

The annual statement of receipts from the 
library fund and bow the same were expended 
duriug the year ending May 31. 1882: 

receipts received from the library fund 
were $44, expended as follows: Sualaries.

Healopen is,like ber sire, a deep bivud-red 
chestout, with a blaze in her face, and right bind 
pastern white, and is as perfect and pre- 
cecious a specimen of the wodern 2-year- 
old as ever stripped fora race. Her fure- 
head is prominent, like Thwra’s, and her 
bead is bony and large; she bas bigh cheeks 
and wide jaws, and ber neck at the setting 
is not as light as Thora’s, while at the same time 
she basa full throttie and the gullet is very 
clearly detined—all ind cating. fine breathing 

»wers. Her neck, thougb exceedingly biood- 

ike, is not as ligut as ber noted halt-sister's. and 
shows a trifle more grossvuess. Her Shoulders 
are perfect, lying obiique, and running to with- 
ers set well back and mounting rather high. She 
bas sufficient depth through to allow pienty of 
action for the beart, and alls in nicely behind 
the elbows. From the sboulders back she is a 
counterpart of der Are, ber barrel being as 
round as that of a rifle, with a great spread of 
the ribs as they make their curve from (he spine. 
Sue has ber sire’s rotundity of quarters, and 
wonderfully prominent stilles for a 2-year- oid. 
A finer set of iegs it would be difficult to fina. 
Her fore legs are as straight as a ramrod, 
but there is great leverage in her long, springy 
pasternos, which are oblique and till up a 
boot hich and concave. Sbe has better flanks 
tban ber baif-sister Thora, and altogether is a 
filly of greater substance with as much quality. 
Tuora shows more of the Leamington blood thun 
Henlopen, who resembies her sire and the Glen- 
coe family. In acuon she rolls. but is very 
handy on her feet, and a eapital starter. The 
reception which awaited her after the race 
amounted to an ovation. Sue was cheered tre- 
mendousiy, and ber able boys fairly carried 
her off the course. She did not seem any the 
worse for the race and the vexatious delay at 
the post. In less than a half- hour after the 
race Mr. James R. Keene offered Mr. Reed 615. 
000 for ber, which was refused. Henlopen is the 
first of the get of Aristides to race, and thus far 
she bas an unbeaten certificate. Her success 
will probably bring the famous “Red Horse 
into tbe popularity as a sire which his prowess 
entitled him. He was one of the best of the 
Leaminygtons, and a special favorit of ours, and 
he possesses the elements of a successful sire in 
a degree that ranks him second to none.

A PADDLED PUPIL. 


Acquittal of a ScheoeleTeacher on a 
Charge ot Floating a Pupil. 

Andrew Coombs, the Principal of the Hyde 
Park School on State street, near Forty-seventh, 
who Was arrested on a wafrant for assauit and 
battery because he severely chustised one of the 
pupils under bis jurisdiction, was tried yester- 
day before Justice Meech. The pupil wbo was 
visited by the wrath and ferrule of the Professor 
was a tow-heaged youngster 12 years old, named 
Evan Williams, whose latber is a mucbinist in 
the Kock Island shops. Althouwh about to enter 
bis teens, Evan is a pupil in the primary grade, 
where bis schovimutes ure all about dalf 
as old as he is. In court yesterday 
the whipped boy and his little brother 
endeavored to give their evidence and suck 
their thumbs at the same time. As to 
the latter feat they were Very successful, but 
their statements were very vague. Bvan knew 
he had been whipped and that the defendant had 
broken aruler in the operauon. His brother 
knew as much. Ther did not know why Miss 
Simpson, the teacher in the primury grade, bad 
sentfor Prot, Coombs. Evan denied kicking 
Miss Simpson in che shins, and declared chat he 
was a good |.ttle buy. 

The father testitied that when Evan came 
howe at non May 31 be looked as thougb he had 
been crying. His appearance led to an investi- 
Ku tion, and the anxX:ous parents found that the 
left hip of their young bopetul was all black and 
biue, and that both of his arms were 
bruised. They exbibited him to members 
of the Secavo!l Board and to a couple 
of physicians. Prof. Coombs visited witness, 
and eudeavored to compromise the case. Evan 
bad met with a fall several years ago, and since 
that time hud been mentally deficient. Witness 
did nut think that his svn’s mental deficiency 
took the form of pure cussedness or obstinacy. 
The two physicians who examined the buy tes- 
tined chat bis hip and arms looked only as 
though he had received a severe whipping. The 
Skin was not brokeo at all and there was nothing 
m the marks but woat would disappear in teu or 
— days without leaving any permanent in- 

ury. 

The prosecution offered to let down the boy’s 
pau taloons and show the relics of the whipping, 
but the Court was not curious enough to ex- 
amine. 

Miss Simpson, Evan’s teacher, a very mild- 
appearing young lady, testified that the boy was 
ofa very uuruly and ugiy disposition. Ou the 
duy in question be threw his own books and 
those of another boy on the floor and siapped 
and kicked the teacher because she endeavored 
to make bim pick up the books. Sbe sent for 
Prof. Coombs, who whipped bim tirst with a 
small pine ruler, which broke with the first blow, 
and then with another ruler somewbat heavier. 
The boy kicked the Professor during the oper- 
action, and threatened him witb the vengeance of 
Witlawms Sr. The defendant's testimody was 
to the same effect. 

The Court discharged the: defendant, but sug- 
gested that in the future he might be a littie less 
severe in administermg punishmeat even to 
very ugly boys.

There is but little to speak of in the way of 
local art pews. The aft galleries are all closed, 
and the urtists are either going or gone on their 
annual sketching trips, with tne expectation of 
combining rest and recreation with study and 
improvement. In .these days of devotion to 
reul. sm nothing short of a study from Nature is 
admiss ble. while a picture painted entirely ou! 
of doors is the proper thing toexhbibit. Studio 
pictures are at a discount, and a charcoal! sketcb 
if dove from lite is voted worth all the w:idest 
tights of the artistic imagination. Witb the ex- 
ception of the collection uf twenty-one paint- 
mgs by W. H. Hilliard, which will be on exhibi- 
tion at O Brien's during the coming week, there is 
notumg of much importance to cbronicie. 
These pictures depict scenes in France most. 
and are of more than average merit and inter- 
est. The subjects are chosen with good taste 
and judgment, and are treated similarly. The 
Oid Church at Greta and Meadows, Isle 01 
Jersey,” ure very strong.

well as a keen eye for the picturesque. 
The principal one is a view don 
Michigan avenue, taking in a Circus tent on the 
right, and the well-known view as seen from 
the base-ball grounds of a prominent wholesale 
bouse surmounted by the firm name in wire let- 
ters. A vumber of figures in the street add lite 
and color to the sketch, which really deserves 
commendauon. The other is a study of wild 
tiowers in a bottle—pretty and well dune. 


Mrs. Greene bas returned from the East witb 
a fresh coilection of p:ctures, Which win not ve 
exhibited in the American Galiery, however 
that institution baving closed its doors for the 
present. Mrs. Greene Will during the summer 
months pluce these pictures in the puriors of 
per own nome at No. 1244 Twenty-tirst street, 
where they can be seen without the usual ad- 
mission tee. Mrs. Greene also announces that 
sue will open a gallery in September, aud io the 
meantime sue bopes to make grrangements for 
a permanent and desirable location in some 
central part of the city. 


Frank M. Pebbles, who bas recently been em- 
ployed in painting the purtraits of several of 
the Judges of. the -upreme Court witb excellent 
success, has taken a studio in the Lakeside 
Building, coroer of Clark and Adams streets, 
where be will pursue bis specialty of portrait- 
painting. He bas just compieted a une portrait 
of Mr. Gale, of the tirm of Gale & Biocki; also 
another of the father of Mr. Gale, and bas still 
with him the portraits of Judge Vrumwond and 
Judge Davis. All of these, although differing, 
of course, in tone and treatment, show great 
strength of bandiing. The flesh tints are life- 
like, and the general rendering of the work is 
most satisfactory. 


A portrait of Galileo bas been presented to 
the Astronomical Society of Chivagy by Mr. 
Fernando Jones, who secured the picture in It- 
aly and brought it nome with him. It is a copy 
of a portrait painted from life in the latter purt 
of the sixteenth century by Substermans, the 
original being now iu the Torri del Gallo, tne 
tower near Florence which was used by Galileo 
as an observatory during the last twelve years 
of bis life. It presenis the astronomer at about 
60 years of age, and in the essentials of expres- 
sion, indiv duality, clear, strong drawing anv 
coloring the original must have been a very su- 
perior portrait. The privilege of looking upon 
the face of the inventor of the telescope and the 
discoverer of the secretof the pendulum is ove 
which will be highly valued by he members and 
friends of the Astronomical Society. 


Stevens & Co. have the plates of the work on 
Egypt by E. Prisse d’Avennes, showing the in- 
scriptions, architecture, painting, and biero- 
giyphics from the tombs and tempies. Two 
copies of papyri are specialiy interesting. One 
represents tne Judgwent of the Soul before 
Osiris, and the fort)-two assessurs of the sius of 
the decensed, with the assisting Deities. The 
otber is satiric, and portrays a storming by rats 
of a tower defended by cats, the lion and tne ass 
playing a friendly game of chess, and other 
comic scenes. This work is pubiisbed by the 
French Government, and consists of 160 engrav- 
ings, mauy of them colored, and all very rare.

There was a large crowd in the 
court- room, iociuding «a number of women 
Messrs. Storrs, Trude, and Cameron prosecuted. 
and Messrs. Van. Buren, Sullivan, and Frender- 
wast represented the defendants. 

DR. DE VENY 
was called on behalt of the defense (out of the 
regular order). He testified that he bad known 
the defendant Fitzgerald for yeurs, and had 
ucted as bis family physician. On Sunday, June 
4, between 6 and 6 p. m., witness was called in to 
attend Fitzgerald. who bad sustained an injury 
O bie lip an bour or two previous. On the Fri- 
day and Saturday previous witness had been at 
the bouse of Fitzgerald attending bis chiidren, 
and at that time Fitzwerald bad no wound.

BIBLE TRANSLATIONS. 
WHAT WAS DONE LAST YEAR BY THE AMER- 
ICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The progress made dnring the past year in 
the preparation of new translations for peo- 
ple of various lands has been important but 
not extensive. As usual, some work in this 
department has been Gone at the direct ex- 
pense of the society, and in other cases the 
fruits of missionary labor have been freely 
put at the disposal of the board for publi- 
cation. 

At the request of the Board of Missions of 
the Reformed Church in America the man- 
agers consented to make an appropriation 
toward the sffpport of the Rev. Dr. Verbeck 
as a translator of the Old Testament into 
Japanese, and thereupon they invited the 
British and Foreign Bible Society and the 
National Bible Society of Scotland to 
share with the American Bible Society in 
the expense, and to acquire a joint interest 
with it in the results of Dr. Verbeck’s labors. 
It is understood that his time thus far has 
been chiefly devoted to the Psalms, but his 
work is not yet announced as ready for the 
press. Under the auspices of the Perma- 
nent Committee appointed at Tokio in 
1878, the Book of Joshua, translated by the 
Rev. Mr. Fyson, has appeared, and some 
other portions which habe been translated 
are in manuscript awaiting revision. 

As a help to the solution of the question 
whether the intermediate style employed by 
the Yokohama translators in the standard 
version is too elevated for the uneducated 
Japanese, the experiment has been made of 
transferring one of the Gospels into the 
everyday speech of the people, which differs 
much from the literary styles affected by the 


earned. 

In China the Shanghai and Soochow Collo- 
quial New Testaments have been completed, 
and considerable portions of the Old ‘Testa- 
ment in the Foochow Colloquial dialect have 
been furnished for publication. 

The managers have accepted for puDtica- 
tion several new contributions of Scripture 
versions prepared for different groups of is!- 
ands in Micronesia, including Mark, Luke, 
and Acts in the Mortlock language, Genesis 
and some of the Epistles in the Ebon or 
Marshall Islands language, and Joshua in 
Pona 

The portions of the New Testament avail- 
able for the use of the Creeks and Seminoles 
have been — by the publication of 
Romans in Muskokee. 

ln poe ate the version of the Zulu Bible, 
now at length complete after the decease of 
several missionaries who contributed to it, 
the managers take special satisfaction in the 
assurance that this translation is needed not 
only in the missionary field where it origi- 
nated, but also for the enlightenment of 
tribes in the interior of Southern Africa, in 
whose evangelization the Christian world is 
now so deeply interested. 

In Oroomiah, the Rev. Mr. Labaree has 
been engaged with a committee of Nestorian 
scholars on the final revision of the Syriac 
Old Testament, and has also done some work 
upon the Azerbijan version. In this language 
the four Gospeis and the Psalms are now 

m plete. ; 

1 bes been thought desirable in Ken’ 4 
that the modern Armenian New Testanrént, 
which has been in use more than forty years, 
should now have a ‘thorough revision. A 
conference between Dr. Bliss and the Patri- 
arch of the Armenian Church at Constauti- 
nople has resulted in the ready assent on the 
part of the latter to codperate in this work, 
with a view of making the style more ac- 
ceptable to the people generally. A learned 
priest has accordingly been assigned to this 
service, and a tentative edition of the Gospels 
has already been pat to press with the special 
authorization ot Patriarch, and with the 
concurrence of = missionaries laboring 
ong the Armenians. 
aT he approval of the board has been given 
to the version in French known as Oster- 
vald’s, recently revised and modernized by 
the Bible Society of France, as on the whole 
the best one to be issued by this society when

Rangoon, as a trustworthy 
representative of the only mission from 
other Protestant lands, in what esti- 
mation these versians are held by the mis- 
sionaries of the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, and whether 
they can be read and circulated without in- 
consistency by Christian missionaries of all 
branches of the Church of Christ. 

To this inquiry Bishop Titcomb made a 
very courteous response, in which, while 
commending in the highest terins the gen- 
eral excellence of the Burmese version, he 
candidly stated that both that and the Karen 
Bible, iu their persistent reintderings of certain 
words, were at issue with the catholicity ot 
spirit to which the Bible Society is pledged; 
and that the missionaries of his Church, in 
the public read of the Scriptures, were 
obliged on conscientious grounds to alter 
those words, as limiting an ordinance of 
Christ to a special form which they dis- 
claimed as obligatory or essential. Failing 
thus to secure the destred testimony which 
they had been encouraged to expect, the 
Committee on Versions wére shut up to the 
conclusion that the Burmese and Karen ver- 
sions are deficieut in the quality of catholici- 
ty, as that term is used in their regulations 
and in the by-laws of the Bible Society. 


EPISCOPALIAN ORTHODOXY 


IT INDORSES THE THREE “HERESIES ’’ OF 
DR. THOMAS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cuicaco, June 9.—The Rev. R. A. Hol- 
land, D. D., of Trinity Episcopal! Church, Chi- 
cago, the leading pulpit orator of his denom- 
ination in the West, delivered abold sermon 
before the Convention of the Diocese of LIli- 
It was on The 
Church of the Living God,” and was remark- 
able alike for its rerfunciation of orthodoxy 
and its contempt for the Church of the past. 
He flatly denied the infallibility of Scripture, 
the orthodox atonement, and eternal punish- 
ment—the three “heresies ” of Dr. Thomas— 
although the latter’s views are but mild 
doubts compared with Dr. Holland’s bold 
assertions. Strange to say, the Lilinois Dio- 
cesan Convention, unlike the Rock River 
Conference, not only entered no protest, but, 
judging from the expression of its individual 
members, appears to be in accord with the 
preacher: 

The Bible, says Dr. Holland, is an author- 
ity which “has lost itsYoice. Though a 
hundred sects give its ancient language a 
hundred different interpretations, it is 
duinb, and cannot decide which among them 
is correct. It is an authority, therefore, 
whose ultimate decision produces strife ra- 
ther than peace, division instead of unity. 
Its final voice is claimed by those who pro- 
fess to reverence and heed it, to be in 
favor of perpetual discord. Nay, we do not 
know exactly enough to make the knowl- 
edge authoritative what was its original and 
only utterance. In five manuscripts of the 
New Testament alone there are over 30,000 
variations of text. How many more there 
would be should we discover a sixth and a 
seventh is a problem the very statement of 
which ends all possibility of faith in the 

Kk as an absolute authority, for we know 
not what the Book says itself on any mooted 
question of doctrine: nay, we know not 
where it is. . To say that the 
variations are unimportant begs the whole 
question, for if the Bible alohe be authority 
the Bible alone can determine the relative 
importance of its texts. But that first origi- 
nal Bible, which is the only true Bible, and 
would show which texts are variations from 
the tenor of its teachings as the pure, un- 
mixed words of God, has no existence. 
‘There is no such book, no such authority ex- 
tant in the world. .... 

Its Gospel and epistles were indited by 
her (the Church’s) ministers—not as a series 
of infallible definitions nor as a formulated 
science of salyation, but as a plain story of 
Christ’s love and as letters of exhortation to 
holy living, prompted by transient peeds. 
No doubt other gospels were written and 
lost, and other episties might have been 
written about principles and duties unmen- 
tioned in those we possess if the occasion had 
called for them. Her books are inspired 
only as the Church herself is inspired, and 
her inspiration is purely religious, poetic in- 
sight into Divine truth, the sympathetic in- 
stinct as to God's will of a social spirit that 
communes constantly with Him.“ 

Speaking of the orthodox theory of the 
atonement he says: 

“And all the — — denominations 
agree in maintaining certain theories about 
the atonement to be the very essence of the 
Gospel, which every Catholic, Greek, Roman, 
or Anglican would laugh at as absurd, if 
the absurdity were not so pitiful in its un- 
reason and so hurtful to the cause of Christ 
in the esteem of rational men who are so 
unfortunate as to identify Christianity with 
Evangelicalisin.” 

The faith of the Church he says is capable 
of endless diversity and growth of formula- 
tion. It has no dogmatic decrees about 
how and to what extent the Scriptures are 
inspired; about how atonement is made for 
sin; about the character of the devil, 
whether he be a person or a spirit of evil in 
many persons; about how the world is to be 
jud or how sin is to be punished, and to 
what length; or how and with what kind of 
organic chemistry the dead shall rise.“ 

Br. Holland gives a side thrust at the old- 
fashioned doctrine of hell in these words: 
“Mumbo Tumbo is as false as eternal pun- 
ishment.”’ 

He does not look to the past, but, like Mr. 
Miin, to the future for the ideal of the 
Church. “Certainly no period,” he says, 
“in the history of the Church can be looked 
back to as perfect, a pattern of doctrine, 
ritual, administration to all future time. 
Such perfection did not exist in the Apostolic 
age, for there were strifes then about doc- 
trine, and gross corruptions in worship. 
Note the dispute between Peter and Paul 
and the Corinthian debauch of the Eucharist. 
The age that succeeded could scarcely be 
kept from running wild after the goblins of 
Gnosticism. Then followed an era when 
Christianity, by its absorption of paganism, 
became tainted more or less with pagan su- 
peratitions. 

“The inclusion of pagan religions,“ he 
further says, could not have been spared, 
for they gave to Christianity a variety of 
rites and traditions which enabled it to 
naturalize itself in many lands and become 
in fact as well as in spirit a universal wor- 
ship. 

Speaking of the Divine authority among 
us Dr. Holland says that it can have no 
other than human or rational form, for 
reason is the essence of God in man, and 
there can be no higher proof than its reason- 
ableness that any idea is from the Absolute 
Reason or God. This church, then, will be 
preéminently rational and free. It will en- 
courage free thought and discussion, since 
thereby alone can it exercise that corporate 
reason which dwells in and must act through 
the reasons of all its members. Its God will 
be an inner God, whose life it shall manifest 
to humanity as humanity’s own, thus prov- 
i this Church to be the social Christ—the 
fullness of Him who filleth all in all. B.

TWELFTH ANNUAL CONFERENCE OF GEN- 
ERAL SECRETARIES. 

New HAVEN, Conn., June 8.—The twelfth 
annual Conference of the Association of 
General Secretaries of the Young Men’s 
Christian Associations of the United States 
and the Dominion of Canada assembied in 
this city at 7:30 p. m. The meeting opened 
with a devouonal service, after which the 
delegates were introduced. The topic. As- 
sociations Services Merely for Public Ef- 
feet,“ was then opened by a paper prepared 
and read by W. E. Lewis, State Secretary of 
Wisconsin. This morning the regular busi- 
ness session of the conference opened with 
a devotional service, after which a conversa- 
tion on association history was opened with 
a. paper prepared by Mr. J. T. Bowne, of 
Newburg, N. Y. Ihe next topic was Secta- 
rianism a Snare in Association Work.“ and 
was opened by a paper by Mr. R. R. McBur- 
ney, of New York. 

In the afternoon the topic was The Sec- 
retary’s Relation to Young Men in His Work, 
Showing Fitness for the Secretaryship,” 
opened by Mr. W. C. Douglas, of St. Louis. 
This was followed by devotional exercises 
ahd a conversation on association work. 

There are in attendance about two hundred 
Secretaries and young men who are prepar- 
ing to take up association work as general 
secretaries. Among others who are in at- 
tendance are Messrs. Morse, Cree, Weiden- 
sall, Ingersoll, Wishard, Watkins, Brown 
and Uhl, Secretaries of the International 

‘ommittee: State Secretaries Stafford of 
assachusetts, Hall ot New York, Mun- 
hall of Indiana, Lewis of Wisconsin, 
Brown of Maine, Brown of IIIInois; 
and General Secretaries McBurney of New 
York, Gopelana of Winnipeg, McCoy of San 
Francisco, Fisher of Topeka, Coxhead of 
Kansas Orr of Pittsburg, Budge of 
on 
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New Orleans, and a large number of others. 

When the 21956 or- 
ganized twelve years ago, there were only 
about twenty Secretaries —＋ in asso- 
ciation work, now there are 27, the number 
having doubled in the last two or three 
years. Then there were ne in 
the Southern States, and but two or three in 
the West; now they are located in nearly 
every Southern and Western city, The in- 
crease in number of Sec has only 
kept pace\wwithsthe growth of ‘association 
work in othér directions. 

In 1866, when the International Committee 
was organized, there were no buildings 
owned by the association, now there are six- 
ty-six, worth $2,700,000, and with but one or 
two exceptions they are free of debt. Dur- 
ing the present year new buildings have been 
erected at Rome, N. Y., costing $15,000; El- 
mira, N. Y. (railroad), $5,000 ; 

N. V. $60,000; and there will be — 
fore the year closes fine buildings at Boston, 
costing $300,000; Buffalo, $75,000; Pittsburg, 
we: Washington, $32,000; Newbury, N. 
85 $20,000; and Troy, N. L. (railroad), 87, 


It was ten years after the International 
Committee was organiz work among 
railroad men, as a class, Was taken up; al- 
ready forty-five Railroad Association Secre- 
taries are employed, and the leading railroad 
corporations contribute $50,000 per year to 
sustain the work among their employée. 

In 1878 work among colleges as a distinct- 
ive phase of the association work was taken 
uf. There were but few college associations 
at that time: now they number 175, and in 
every prominent college in the country, ex- 
cept three, they are at work. 

The International Committee has recently 
taken up work for commercial travelers, a 
class that numbers 100,000, and nearly all 
young men, Among German young men, of 
whom there are over 500,000, four Secretaries 
are at work, and the International Commit- 
tee are doing a valuable work among the 
500,000 colored young men of the South, 

In 1866 the International Committee re- 
ceived and expended some $800, now they 
employ nine Secretaries and three assistants, 
and expend $28,000 per annum. Then there 
was no State or Provincial Association 
Seeretaries, now there are eleven, havi 
charge of the work in as Many States 
provinces. 


NEW JERUSALEM. 
THE SECOND DAY’S SESSION OF THE cox 
VENTION 

of the New Jerusalem Chufch convened at 
10 a. m. yesterday. Secretary Hinckley read 
the reports of the various State Church asso- 
ciations in the tollowing order: Canada, II- 
linois, Maryland, Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, 
New York, Ohio, and Pennsylvania; 
also the reports of the societies in San Fran- 
cisco and Savannah, Ga. The IIlinois Asso- 
ciation reported a membership of 650—a gain 
of 200in the past year. Most of the reports 
were encouraging in character and reported 
gains in membership. 

A letter was read from Nathan Moore, of 
Richmond, R. I., which ereated cuonsidera- 
ble amusement. Mr. Moore says he has 
written: to previous conventions, but no no- 
tice was taken of his communications, and 
he hopes that this convention will take some 
action. -His complaint was that there was a 
graded minority in the New Church, and, 
though a man may be ordained to preach, he 
isn’t allowed to marry folks. Mr. Moore 
hoves the convention will make all the min- 
isters’ powers equal in this regard. 

The report of the Trustees of the L. C. 
Iungerich fund was read. Since the last re- 
port Mr. Iungerich had died, and in his will 
he added still further to the fund, so that 
the total reached $35,000. This money was 
being used in the dissemination of the writ- 
ings of Swedenborg and New Chureh works, 
according to the wishes of the deceased. 

The recommendation of the Executive 
Committee to amend the constitution and by- 
laws was concurred in. After a long discus- 
sion the matter was referred to a committee 
of one member from each State Association, 
with the exception of Massachusetts, which 
was allowed two. The delegates were in- 
structed to select the members of the com- 
mittee before tomorrow’s session. 

The election of officers was made the order 
of the day for Monday morning at 11 o’clock. 

The nominees of the Board of Publication 
were confirmed. They are as follows: The 
Rev. W. P. Haven, of Maine: M. Bodine, of 
New York; C. H. Allen, of Ohio; Francis J. 
Wooster, of New York. 

The bequest of Emily S. White, of Wyom- 
ing, O., to the society in Wyoming having 
been forfeited by the society, the convention 
Treasurer Was author possession 
of the property immediately. The conven- 
tion then adjourned to Monday morning at 
10 o’clock. 

The members of the convention and their 
friends had been invited toa grt, a Bm 
o’clock at the residence of Mr. J. Y. Seam- 
mon, but the weather necessitated its being 
given up. Instead, a social was held in the 
jecture-room of the church, and, with the aid 
of tea, coffee, cake, etc., and pleasant chats 
with one another, the ladies and gentlemen

GENERAL NOTES. 


The General Synod of the Reformed Church 
in America is in session this week at Sche- 
nectady, N. Y. 


The Baptists are said to be gaining more 
in pid portion than any other denomination 
in New England. 


The Catholic Archbishop of Quebec re- 
cently published a pastoral prohibiting the 
faithful from attending Protestant funerals 
or marriages. 

California has seventy-seven Baptist 
churches with forty-six pastors and 3,824 
members. Ten missionaries are employed 
by the associauons in the State. 

Every new Cardinal is obliged by the law 
of custom, on being invested with the pur- 
ple, to make doucers to the Vatican officials, 
aggregating in absolute money $2,823. 


During the past year the American Bible 
Society issued from the Bible-House 1,094,108 
copies of the Scriptures, and in foreign lands 
430,665 copies, making a total of 1,524,773. 


Monsignore Vaughan, the Bishop of the 
Papal diocese of Salford, England, recently 
denounced Garibaldi and Mazzini as Italiau 
Fenians, and asserted that these two great 
patriots were ' cutthroats belonging to secret 
societies.”’ 

Next year the Episcopal Diocese of Mary- 
land will celebrate its centennial. A com- 
mittee representing the oldest churches in 
the diocese has been appointed to make the 
necessary preparations for appropriately cel- 
ebrating the event. 


A society has been organized in Great 
Britain for the purpose of erecting a bronze 
statue to the memory of William Tyndale, 
one of the early English translators of the 
Bible. An American committee, composed 
of Presidents Hopkins and Gilman and 
Bishop Huntington, has been appointed to co- 
operate with the English movers, 


The Churchman, in relation to the $1,000,- 
000 fund which the General Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church recommend- 
ed in 1880 should be raised and devoted to 
the building of churches and chapels in new 
and destitute neighborhoods, says: It will 
not be pleasant, to say the least of it, to have 
it officially stated that this wealthy Church 
started out to get $1,000,000 and secured less 
than one-fourth of it.“ 


At the Sunday-school parade in Brooklyn, 

. D., the university children from the 
“Church of Our Father” had no part in the 
marching. The Rev. Almont Gunnison 
quaintly remarked on the matter: “ They 
were permitted, however, to stand on the 
sidewalk and read on the banners of the or- 
thodox schools, ‘Suffer little children to 
come unto me and forbid them not, for of 
such is the Kingdom of Heaven.’ ”

1 jfeel that it is high time for educated 
women physicians to suppiapt men iu all institu- 
tions, and care for the sick and insane particu- 
larly. How any father, husband, or brother can 
voluntarily give over his daughter, wife, or sis- 
ter to the care of subordinates in insase 
usylums bas been to me the mystery of 
mysteries. I will quote from the article: “ The 
obstetrical ward is a mean, narrow room where- 
in have been thirty-two births witdin two 
months. The female infirmary is an addition to 
the old insane asyium, and is tumbilug down— 
the walls disintegrating and the roof leaking 
badiy.”” The Medical Superinteadent should be 
held responsible whuilly for tne management 
and food for the insane. It is not 80, as the War- 
den bas charge of the food (and is not qualified 
to judge of the needs of those iu the iustituuon).

A MILLION IN SECURITIES. 


The Proceeds of a Bobbery Picked Up 
by a Boy on the Shore at HBavenus- 
wooed—The Owner, Ignorant of His 
Loss and Very Much Astonished, 
Places the Uase in Inspector Byrnes’ 


Hands.

A package containing checks and commercial 
paper of the alleged value of $1,000,000 was found 
on May 29 by John Bran, the son of Jacob Bran, 
who keeps a German boardimg-house on the 
shore of Ravenswood, L. I., immediately op- 
posit Blackwell's Island.

Bran was visited by United States Deputy Mar- 
shal Bernbardt, to whom he related the facts 
and showed the package. Upon opening it Mr. 
Bernhardt discov checks, coupons, ana 
other papers of the apparent value of nearly 
$1,000,000. The checks were mostly made out to 
the order of Messrs. Maclivaine Bros., of No. 
53 Broadway. ‘Two or three of the checks were 
dated as for back as 1867; ers were of very 
decent date. Mr. Bernhardt concluded that the 
package was the proceeds of a robbery and de- 
cided to investigate the matter. ith Mr. 
Barn's permission be took the checks with him, 
and the next day visited No. 33 Broadway. 
Here he discovered that the original firm of 
Macfivaine & Bros. was no longer in existence, 
but that one of ite members, Mr. E. Mac- 
livaine, was doing business under the firm 
name of Maclivaine & Baldwin, at No. 11 Pine 
street, us a wine merchant. When visited by 
the Deputy Marshal and showed the package 
Mr. Maclivaine eXpressed unbounded astonish- 
ment. He acknowledged the contents of the 
package to be of. great value and said be had 
thought that the papers had been securely 
locked up in bis safe. 

After a long consultation it was decided to 
— the matter in te hands of Inspector 
Jyrnes, who was visited last evening at police 
headquarters by Mr. Bernhardt and Mr. 
Iivaine. The Inspector will investigate 
matter this morning.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks opened dull and steady. Nothing more 
was heard about the failures rumored on Fri- 
day to be imminent. Money was easy at 2% per 
cent. The bank statement was favorable, and 
there were no gold exports. On every side the 
market was as clear of new influences as it 
possibly could be. Some points to buy stocks 
were put out by Vanderbilt houses, and opera- 
tors at once rushed to the conclusion, not flat- 
tering to Vanderbilt, that the Vanderbilt stocks 
were good things not to buy. There was some 
coverings of shorts toward the close of business. 

A sixty-day put on 10,000 shares of Lake Shore 
was sold at % for 1 per cent.

Northern Pacific preferred was active and 
weak. 

Sterling exchange was heavy, and a prominent 
firm report they will be obliged to sell bills on 
$1,500,000 next week to provide for a payment 
trom the Panama Canal Company tothe Panama 
Railroad Company.

Half a Million Dollars Reported Raised 
for the Locomotive Works at Gar- 
field. 

We are informed by the gentlemen who have 
charge of the enterprise of establishing a ioco- 
motive works at Gegrfieid that the money needed 
bas all been raised, and that work will be begun 
atonce on the buildings and shops. Five bundred 
thusand dollars have been subscribed. The 
names of the stockholders are not yet made 
public.

Garfield Improvement Company will expend 

some money On its property in the vicinity of 

these works. W. C. Grant is the trustee ot the 

Garfield Land and Improvement Company. and 

E. S. Dreyer & Co. have charye of its rea! estate. 
The Wasbburn & Moen Manufacturing Com- 

peny bave purchased three acres adjoining Gar- 
eid on the west. They will erect bere a ware 

house 200x400, two stories high, from which they 
ex to ship ten car-loads a day. 

B. Hosmer & Son and James F. Keeney 
bougut eighty acres just west of Garfie!d, on the 
Chicago & Pacitic Division of the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Railway. which they have platted. They 
have sold to Cragin Bros. & Co. ten acres, on 
which the latter have commenced the erection 
of their factory. a 

The railway company have put in a side-track 
running to the west line of Garfield, and will 
build a good depot. The fare is only five cents 
for 100-ride tickets. 

The telephone company will run their lines to 
Garfield and Cragin.

THE MARKETS. 


A Visit to Water Sireet—North Side and 
South Side Prices Contrasted, 

Tue TRIBUNE reporter who bas been studying 
the different phases of the markets on South 
Water street resumed his labors yesterday. For 
the benefit of housekeepers he extended his in- 
quiries, which brought bim into contact with a 
number of butchers and grocers in the outlying 
districts of thecity. The chief point to be de- 
veloped was the difference in markets iu differ- 
ent parts of the city. 

First the reporter tackled a market in the 
neighborhood of Lincoln Park. The result of 
his inquiries was as follows: Porterhouse 
steaks, W cents; roast beef, ld ls cents; mutton 
chops, 14@16 cents; leg of mutton, 16 cents; 
rousd steak, 12 cents; veal, 12@18 cents; and 
pork, 14 cents. The butcher explained that be 
used only native stock, and that the Texas beef 
was much cheaper. For firat-class steaks he 
had been paying ll ceuts per pound dy 
the carcass. Pork, he thought, would 
advance, and yesterday he had paid 
n cents 12 pound by the carcass. 
Roast beef had dropped. Meat which two weeks 
ago had cost 12% cents per pound by the dar- 
cass now cost only Li cents. The. same dealer 
had vegetables, which he quoted as follows: 
Potatoes, 70 cents per peck; peas, 50 cents per 

K; lettuce, 3@5 cents per head; asparagus, 

12 cents per bunch; spinach, 2) cents per 
peck; beans, green, 15 cents per quart; string, 
2% cents per quart: strawberries, 000 cents 
per box. 

TO COMPARE THESE PRICES 

with those down-town the reporter next called 
on a butcher on Adams street near State, 
and obtained the following retail prices: 
Sirloin steaks, 18 cents; porterhouse steaks, 
22 cents; roast beef, 16 cents: lamb, fore- 
quarters, $1.50; hind-quarters, $3.50@4; mutton, 
16 cents for legs, and the sume price for chops; 
pork 124% cents per pound, and chickens l4 cents 

r pound. Vegetables were 75 cents per pound 
or new potatoes, 20 cents per head for cauli- 
flower, 50 cents per peck for old potatoes; let- 
tuce, three bunches for 10 cents; asparagus, 10 
cents per bunch; radishes, three bunches for 25 
cents; spinach, 2 cents per peck; cabbage, 12 
cents per bead; green beans, #0 cents per peck; 
and wax beans, $1; peas, 15 cents per quart; and 
pew onious 6) cents per peck. 

Continuing his inquiries the reporter called 
on Messrs. M. George & Co., from whom be ob- 
tained the wholesale prices on South Water 
street. Mr. George was interviewed, and spoke 
as follows: The new peerless potatoes are now 
quoted at $6.25 per barrel and the early rose at 
$5.75. The receipts are fair. The peeriess,. which 
will be out of the market ina week. are from 
Memphis. The receipts of early rose from St. 
Louis are satisfactory. Old potatoes are rather 
slow. Thereceitpts of old potatoes are rather 
heavy. ‘Three days ago I sold a cargo at $1.45. 
Today you cannot get $1.25 for the same lot. 
You bad better make your quotations $1.20@1.35 
per bushel.”’ 

Beans seem to be a little scarce. They are 
quoted at $1.50 per bushel for IIlinois stock, 
new: $2.50@3.W for Illinois wax beans, $1 for 
New Orieans new beans, and $2.00@2.5) for 
New Orieans choice wax beans. All these prices 
are for busnel lots. Radighes have a slow sale 
at from 12% to 15 cents per dozen bunches, all 
home grown. Peas seem to be very scarce. 
The sum of $2.50 has been obtained for 
vox, but the rulme quota- 
tions are $2.00@2.%. Spinach is somewhat 
of a drug, there being no demand at from 30 to 
75 cents per barrel, the whole stock being bome- 
grown. The scarcity of peas is due to the wet 
weather iu this district, the stock coming from 
St. Louis and Southern Illinois. Lettuce is 

uoted at 15@30 cents per dozen heads. Yester- 

ay was a rainy and damp day, which caused 
strawberries to drop off a point or two. The 
stock now on the street comes from indiana, 
Ohio, Delaware, and Southern LUlinois. Very 
few berries come at any time of the yeur from 
much farther north than Centralia, although a 
few cases were on the street yésterday from 
Mattoon. Prices appear to range as follows: 
Two-bushel stands, $12@13;' twenty-four-quart 
cases, $4.50@6; Baltimore crates, thirty-two 
uurts. $6.50@7.50. Strawberries retail all over 
or 25 cents per box for choice lots. 

To attempt to institute a comparison between 
prices down-town and those in the outlying dis- 
tricts would be almost impossible,asso much de- 
pends upon quality and amount. The figures are 
given for the benefit of housekeepers, and from 
these they ought to be able to become posted as 
to the best places to trade. The figures were 
gathered laboriously, are accurate, and buyers 
can make their purchases accordingly.

Progress of the New Building — The 
Wheat Market. 

The excavation of the Board of Trade build- 
ing lot is nearly completed, and the stone for 
concrete and a lot of oak timber have been 
bought and are now being delivered on the 
ground. The committee has received séver al 
bids for the cement, and opened them at the 
meeting yesterday, but has not yet made the 


award. The building permit has been obtained 


from the city, and arrangements have been made 
for connecting the sewer and water pipes, etc. 
It is the intention of the managers to push the 
work as rapidly as they can, and if the weather 
is favorable they may have the building con- 
siderably farther advanced than the foundation 
wulls before snow flies. It is not decided yet 


whether grauit or some other stone shall be the 
building material.

Why the House of Mauprat Is 
Proving Such a Suc- 
cess. 

A French Theatre-Goer’s Views 
Concerning American 
Audiencés. 


Local Announcements for the Week Gos- 
sip of the Stage Here and 
Elsewhere. 


„% The House of Mauprat,”’ and the Story 
trom Which It Was Drawn, 

It is gratifying to note the success of a play by 
American authors, and while there is still room 
for improvement in both the cast and dialog of 
“The House of Mauprat,” the drama bas re- 
ceived such an unequivocal and hearty com- 
mendation by the public during the past week 
that its life and popularity is assured. While 
there is nothing startlingly new in the ideas and 
effects presented, the story told by the play is 
one that cannot fail to interest, especially when 
put before an audience in the graceful language 
which Mr. Young knows so well bow to employ, 
and with so competent a company as that en- 
gaged by Mr. Hill. Even though the days of 
feudalism have long since passed away, there is 
much ina picture of that period to interest a 
modern beholder, and in “The House of 
Mauprat” the time-honored incident of the 
loves of two young people is bandied in @ man- 
ner which gives strength to the other incidents 
of the play. F 

A noticeable fact in connection with the pre- 
sentation of the piece is the remarkable manner 
in which several ot the people in the cast, nota- 
bly Mr. Wheelock and Miss ‘Morris, have im- 
proved their representations since the initial 
performance. In the case of Mr. Wheelock it 
should be stated that when de reached Chicago 
he was suffering from iiliness—a fact which nec- 
essarily militated seriously against him, but now 
that his strength has returned all the old-time 
tire and vigor of his acting bas returned with it, 
and on Friday night he achieved a succegs that 
was well evidenced by repeated rounds of ap- 
plause. 

The play is one that appeals only tothe edu- 
cated and cultured cidsses, and the fact that the 
audiences have steadily increased in size during 
the past week shows that its popularity is of the 
growing kind. The historical facts upon which 
it is based are singularly interesting. In a 
gloomy ravine in what was the Province of 
Varenne, in France, there yet exists an imposing 
and forbidding ruin known as Roche-Mauprat. 
The peasant regards it with superstitious fear, 
and the wolf, the emblem of its former masters, 
makes itin wintera lurking place from which 
to sally forth on the neighboring folds. When, 
towards the close of the eighteenth century, 
the wave of democracy swept over France, 
feudalism found here one of its last retreats. 
The bouse of Mauprat obstinately refused to 
aceept the new cqnditions of existence, closed 
its doors against che law and its officers, and, 
arming its adbereuts, began a hwpeless 
struggle against the irresistibie spirit of progress. 
In one of the first of the conflicts which en- 
sued the master of the house was slain. His 
wife, a woman of great sweetness of spirit, bad 
preceded bim to the grave—fortunately for 
berself—and their only culld, a sou ealled Ber- 
nurd. yet in bis infancy, passed as a ward into 
the bands of his Uncie Jean. This man was a 
fit representative of the stock from which be 
came. Boid, subtie, malignant, witb no person- 
al ambition, but tilled to the finger-tips with 
pride of race, he undertook the charge of his 
nephew in the most loyal of moods. He deter- 
mined to make of him simply an instrument 
adapted to the uses of revenge, and, with this 
design in view, reared bim as a savage. Of 
books there were but few left in Koche-Mauprat, 
of instructors fewer; and no woman ever crossed 
its portals save those that were dragged there by 
the poachers and outlaws who formed its gar- 
rison. Jean soon discovered, however, that 

training his — to shoot 
down the officers 0 the law he 
found but little satisfaction. Casting about him 
for some more personal foe upon whom to work 
his malice, bis eyes fell upon the towers of Saint 
Sevre. In this more modern and much 
more cheerful pile, and only a league across the 
forest, another Mauprat, and one of a differeut 
type, had bis residence. The head of the younger 
brauch of the family. Hubert the Chevalier.“ 
as he was called, had been educated in Paris, 
where he had imbibed deeply of the doctrines of 
Rousseau. A Liberal not only iu theory, but in 
practice, be combined with the Mauprat energy 
the foresigbt and adaptability of a man of ideas, 
and Saint Sevre had accordingly prospered as 
Roche-Mauprat had decayed. As the stones of 
the latter crumbied the walls of the former rose, 
and Jean, as be day by day regarded them, con- 
centrated against their owner all the blind rage 
and bitterness which he had formerly lavished 
upon society in general. Meanwhile Hubert 
pursued the even tenor of his way. cultivated 
his acres, preached liberty, practiced justice, 
and, absorbed iu the discharge of his many pub- 
lic duties, neglected his responsibilities as a fa- 
ther. His motherless daughter, Edmonde, 
though carefully schooled in the learning and 
accomplishments of the day, grew into weman- 
hood in the enjoyment ot a freedom seldom 
known to the maidens of France. A feariess 
uestrienne, she rode without escort or thought 
of direction aloug paths which even the Kluges 
officers feared to treud, and Bernard, as he 
roumed witb bis dogs, frequently saw her pass, 
like a vision from another world, illumined for 
an instant by the sunlight which streamed 
through the openings of the sombre forest. 

Thus the two bravohes of the house 
of Mauprat confronted each other—singeu- 
lariy perrect types of the two civiliza- 
tions whose contiict was soon to shake 
the world. George Sand, witn the instinct of 
genius, sawin their relations materia! for one 
of the most powerful and successful romances 
of modern times. She saw in Bernard the 
aristocratic principle. already foreshadowed by 
defeat. yet defiant and picturesque; in Edmonde 
the radiant goddess whose cap now adorns the 
banners of liberty. The authors of The House 
of Mauprat have asserted their right to use 
the same material, though in a different way. To 
those who have read George Sand’s novel the 
play will have special interest. It is certainly 
not too much to say that the dramatists have 
performed their work as ably as the novelist, 
and comparison of the results illustrates in a 
striking manner the widely-diverse methods of 
the two rival arts. 


A French Piaygoer on American Audli- 
ences. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CN, June 10.—If you will allow one who 
is a fgreigner and stranger to make afew com- 
ments on the Chicago theatres through the me- 
dium of your columns I would giadly avail my- 
self of so kinda permission. Coming directly 
from Paris, the heart of the great theatrical 
world, I wished to criticise an American audi- 
ence, even more than American actors. I nut- 
urally first turned to that theatre where was be- 
ing produced a drama founded on one of the 
most glorious works of my most glorious coun- 
trywoman—George Sand. With so magnificent 
a story, from which your talented au- 
thors have taken the grand dra- 
matic current running through their play, 
it is no wonder that they have produced a work 
highly dramatic in almost every detail, and I 
verily believe that the House of Mauprat will 
have a last feothold not only in this country, 
but in Europe also. The audience seemed so 
eutranced by the play, and sbowed such in- 
telligence in comprebending and ome the 
depth of the cbaracters portrayed that felt 
for the moment that | was in one of our own 
theartes. The audiences I had seen in New 
York were so noisy and obstreperous that it 
was with difficulty I could follow the play. The 
American audiences, as far as I can judge from 
the dozen perrormances | have seen, seem to 
me to be either coldiy critical or warmly en- 
thusiastic. Allow me to congratulate Chicago 
in baving in its authors, Messrs. Young and WI 
son, the talent to arouse the enthusiasm of the 
proverbtally cold American. At Haveriy's 
theutre there was an audience that seemed to 
me like a lot of delighted children out on a 
picnic for the day. I suppose t the wonder- 
tul Massodons can so infuse their bilarity 
into uielr audiences that itis about impossibte 
to suppress one's mirth. I hope upon:returning 
East through Chicago I shall bave the pleasure 
of visiting some of the other theatres, and trust 
I shall curry away with me the same pleasing 
impressions I have but feebiy expressed here.

Al of the ma- 
terial needed is on the ground, and with good 
weather the road willbe completed in an in- 
credibly short space of time. From experience 
on the State street road deveral improvements 
have been invented for the Wabash avenue 
road, and it will be very complete. 

There are two new brakes being tried on the 
State street cars. Oneis a modification of the 
brake used an the Hyde Park dummy, and the 
other an inventiva of a Mr. Johnson, of Indian- 
napolis. Both work well. ‘The former con- 
sists of two cast-iron wheels, one of 
which is placed on the axie and the 
other on a shaft upon which a chain is wound. 
One of these wheeis fits the other closely, and by 
a movement of a lever the engineer can 
them together. The friction winds up the chain 
tightly around the shaft, and brings the brakes 
outo the wheels, stopping the car almost in- 
stantly with its tremendous power. These 
wheels are being made, and will be placed on all 
the cars, being connectea by a system of chains, 
80 that the engineer can put a brake on every 
axle ou the train. 

Superintendent Holmes said that more grip- 
curs must be made, as they feit the need of 
thein. He, of course, expected an increase of 
travel on State street, but never supposed it 
would merease three-fold as it had. © iron 
gates, which were proving a good thing, were 
being put on all the cars.
